Nay, Scythians. Then had we been worse 
than they. 
GUENDOLEN. 
These that were taken, then, thou didat not slay. 
LOCRINE. 
I did not say we spared them. 
GUENDOLEN, 
Slay nor spare ? 
LOORINE. 
How, if they were not? 
GUENDOLEN. 
What! albeit they were? 
Small hurt, meseems, my husband, had it been, 
Though British hands had haled a Scythian 
ueen, 
It — were found, some woman fonl and 
erce, 
To death, or aught we hold for shame’s sake,

LOCRINE. 
For camel own sake, the hand that should not 
‘ear 
To make such monstrous work upon it here, 
And did not wither from the wrist, should be 
Hewn off ere hanging. Welves or men are we, 
That thou shouldst question thus? 
GUENDOLEN. 
Not wolves, but men, surely; 
For beasts are loyal. 
LOcRINE. 
Guendolen, what irks thee? 
GUENDOLEN. 
Naught save grief and love, Locrine; 
A grievous love, a loving grief, is mine. 
Here stands my husband, there my father lies; 
I know not if there live in either’s eyes 
More love, mere life of comtort. This eur son 
Loves me, but is there else left living one 
That loves me back as I love? 


LOCRINE. 
Nay, but how 
Has this wild question fired thine heart? 
GQUENDOLEN. 
Not thou. 
No part have I; nay never had I part— 
Our child that hears me knows it—in thine 
hear6. 
Thy sire it was that bade our hands be one, 
For love of mine, his brother, thou, his son, 
Dia’st give not, no, but yield thy hand to mine;

Did she not well? Sweet laughter speaks not 
scorn, 


GUENDOLEN. 
And thou didst laugh and weptst not to be born. 
LOCRINE. 
Did I then see; didst thou then weep to be?

The same star lit not thee to birth and me. 
LOCRINE.

Too heavy sits thy sorrow, Guendolen, 
Upon thy spirit.

If now love wane within thee, lived it then? 
GWENDOLEN. 
I said not that it waned; I would not swear— 
RINE. 
That it was ever more than shadows were? 
GUENDOLEN.

But thou, meseems, hast loved thy son and sire.

4 BANK SUSPENDS. 
pelantmpdbvaitiaiels 
OF TORONTO CLOSES ITS 
DOORS. 
Toronto, Nov. 16.—This was the notice 
that greeted business men and others who called 


THE CENTRAL 


| at the Central Bank yesterday morning to with- 


draw funds, make deposits, or transact other 
business: 


‘“*In consequenco of the present money stringency 
the Ventral Bank has not been able to realize on its 
assets promptly enough to meet immediate demands 
uponit. If has therefore tor the present suspended 
pay ment, By order of the Board.” 

A. A. Allen, Cashier, says this notice was the 
result of a meeting of city bankers held the day 
before the suspension, when che following reso- 
lution was passed: 


“Owing to there not being time to acquire infor- 
mation aufficient to estimate the amount of assist- 
ance necessary to aid the Central Bank, the meeting 
approves of the. decision of the Directors of the 
Central Bank to suspend in the meantime in order 
to enable them to reajize on their assets.” 

The street was filled with rumors regarding 
the bank. The Bank of Commerce threw out its 
bills. The street-car conductors were told not 
to take the Ceutral’s notes. Depositors got wind 
of the rumors and began drawing out their 
money. There was quite a run on the bank and 
the doors were not closed till 5 o’clock, money 
being paid out up to that hour. 

The Central, ever since it was opened in 
March, 1884, has done a good business in pro- 
portion to its capital, the largeat in the city. 
There were 17 clerks in the employ of the cor- 
cern, and they were kept so busy that they had 
often to work overtime. The accounts of its 
customers were small, but on the whole they 
were Safe and protitable, The bank did not 
lose by these. The losses, or rather lock-ups 
have occurred in connection with large ac- 
counts, and notably one with the Niagara Cen- 
tral Railway. This aceount is supposed to in- 
volve $100,000, for which the bank holds Syl- 
vester Neelon and other prominent men in the 
Niagara Peninsula responsible. All day yester- 
day Mr, Blain and Mr. Neelon were together 
trying to arrange matters. Ever sincethe Bank 
of Montreal put up the rate there has been 
more or less gossip about the Central, and {it 
was this talk and the alleged jealousy and de- 
sire to squeeze the Central evinced by some of 
thé larger banks, that led up to the crises of yes- 
terday. How much truth there is in this al- 
leged jealousy remains to be demonstrated by 
the action of other banks. They can help the 
Central or they can let it go to the wall. 

The airect cause of the failure is generally 
looked upon as owing to attempting to do too 
large a business with too smallacapital. The 
position ef creditors is this: The bills of the 
bank have the first place, and they are always 
paid in full. Next come depositors and those 
who have loaned money to the bank; they share 
in the assets, and if these are not sufficient 
calls (up to the amount of their stock) may be 
made on the shareholders. What is left belongs 
to the shareholders. The last Government bank 
statements contain figurea furnished by officials 
of the Central which show the assets to be 
$3,178,076 ana the liabilities $2,582,621. 

The liabilities will probably reach nearly 
$1,300,000, The Directors think no one will 
lose much in the end.

FATHER KIRNER JO BLAME, 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE JURY 
THER FALLEN SCHOOL CASE. 

Coroner Eidman yesterday concluded the 
inquest in the cases of the seven persons killed 
by the collapse on Oct. 17 of Our Laay of Mount 
Carmel! Parochial School, in East One Hundred 
and Fifteenth-street. Superintendent D’Oench’s 
report on the causes of the accident was submit- 
ted. He found the mortar only medium, while 
the bricks were good. The side and rear walls 
were carried up two stories in advance of the 
front. They were improperly recessed, and the 
bearing walls were not anchored to each tier of 
beams. The piers, columns, and girders were not 
in place, but flimsy scantlings were used instead, 
and even these were omitted in the cellar. The 


initial vibration was started by the rapidly-mov- 
ing steam hodlifter, A part of the walls of the 
schoolhouse had been carried up three and one- 
half stories, while the plans allowed only two, 

Wiliam J. Martin, the ex-Inspector of the dis- 
trictin which the fallen school was, presented 
a written statement. Father Kirner, he said, 
started to build two stories, Later he asked 
permission to build two additional stories, and 
Martin refused. The priest then made two 
amendments to the original pians, and filed 
them with the Bureau of Buildings. The firat 
was disapproved and the second was not acted 
on immediately. Pending action on the second 
Father Kirner wenton with the work against 
Martin’sorders. Martin repeatedly told him he 
could not go ahead without the second amenda- 
ment being approved the Superintendent. 
The priest replied thatthe Superintendent had 
xiven him permission to continue pending the 
approval of the amendment. The building 
could not have fallen, he said. with the mate- 
riala used, if Father Kirner nad followed in- 
structions, 

Coroner Eidman charged the jury, and the case 
Was given toitat noon. After being out four 
hours the jury declared that Father Kirner was 
primarily responsible for the accident by not ob 
serving the laws relating to buildings in the city 
of New-York. It recommended that the present 
building laws be amended, and that the build- 
ing department be created a separate depart- 
ment. James M. Gregor, one of the jurors, 
while agreeing as to where the responsibility 
should be placed, did not think the falling of the 
walls was due to the action of the hod elevator, 
but aseribed as the main cause faulty construc- 
non. 

Coroner Eidman discharged ex-Inspector Mar- 
tin, who had been held in $5,000 bail,

DUNLAP ON BIS METTLE. 

Fred Dunlap, the crack second baseman 
of the Detroit Club, was requested to appear 
here by President Stearns, of the Wolverines, 
who was anxious to se!l his release to the Pitts- 
burg Club for $5,000, Dunlap came here from 
Philadelphia and had an interview with Mr. 


Stearns. He said that he was not particularly 
anxiousto play in Pittsburg, but if arrange- 
ments suitable to him were made he would not 
object, 

*To begin with,” he said, “I will not consent 
to be sold unless I can benefit by it. You have 
made arrangements to transfer me to Pittsburg, 
and, as far as I can learn, you are to get $5,000 
for my release. Now, if that is the case, I want 
one-half of that sum or you cannot do business 
with me.” 

“What difference does it make to you,” 
answered Mr. Stearns, who was surprised’at the 
demeanor of hia player, ‘‘ where you play? You 
will get your salary in Pittsburg just the same 
asin Detroit.” 

“That may be so,” was his response; “ but I 
am sick and tired of being sold without gaining 
anything by it, and itis about time that my 
bank aecount was benefited by these transfers.”’ 

Toa TIMES reporter Dunlap said that he had 
copied baseball as a profession, and he was in 
the business to make money and as much of 
itas possible. “If Mr. Stearns refuses to give 
me one-half of the money he _ procures 
for my release I will not agree to play in 
any city that he designates. I am not penniless 
like a great many men in the baseball ranks. On 
the contrary, I am in business—that of house 
building—and if my requests are not complied 
with I will refuse to play baseball, even in 
Detroit, and devate all my time tomy new 
business. Itis said that the Detroit Club can- 
not afford to pay me my salary, asitis too 
large. ‘I have a contract for another year with 
Detroit, and only to-day I agreed to release Mr. 
Stearns from his contract with meif he would 
allew me to go where I please. I can com- 
mand a larger SMATy DOES season than I got in 
Detroit last year. The Detroit managers wilt 
have to do one of three things—give me half of 
the money secured for my release, allow me to 
go where I please, or fulfill the eontract made 
with me for next year.” 

Dunlap fs a steadfast player, and generally 
says just what he means. He signed a contract 
last year for $9,000 for two seasons—$4,500 a 
year,

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HOW TRUSTS ARE MANAGED 


LIKELY TO BE VENTILAIED 
IN CHICAGO COURTS, 

A SUITIN WHICH MESSRS. ROSENWALD 
AND OPPENHEIMER TELL SOMETHING 
ABOUT A GAS TROUST. 

The mysterious waysin which the new- 
fangled “ Trusts” live, move, and have their 
being are likely to be fer the first time elucidat- 
ed for the benefit of the public in a suit which 
has just been brought in the Cireuit Court of 
Cook County, Iil., which sitsin Chicago. Henry 
Rosenwald and Max Oppenheimer, of this 
city, are the movers of this important litigation, 
and their complaint, drawn by their counsel, 
Benjamin F. Einstein, is of itself interesting 
and instructive reading, They are the Executors 
of Emanuel Hoffman, a resident of this city, 
who died in 1873, and as such Executors have 
possession of 400 shares of the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke Company. 

The Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company bas 
heen one ef the four great companies controlling 
the supply of Chicago with gas, and its profits 
have been tremendous. Incorporated in 1849 
with a paid-in capital of $100,000, divided 


into 4,000 shares, each of the par value of 
$25, not a cent has since been contributed to 
its capital by a shareholder, the entire plant and 
property of the company, which amounted to 


| #6,465,002 64, on the 30th of last August, 


having ‘yeen acquired ont of its earnings. Large 
dividends were paid regularly up to and inelud- 
ing the letof last January, and Mr. Hoffman 
had good reasons for beheving, as he always 
did, that none of his assets was more valuable 

It was not until last Spring that the troubles 
began, On March 12 a meeting of the company 
was held, at which a new Board of Directors 
was elected, who are now serving—Theobald 
Forstell, (President.) Charlies T. Yerkes, Sidney 
A. Kent, Columbus R. Cummings, John B. Cohrs, 
W. C. Goudy, William W. Gibbs, William L. 
Elkins, Thomas Dolan, J. Charles Moore, 
aud Peter A. 3B, Widener. George A. 
Youille, on the same day, was elected Secretary 
and Treasurer. This was all well enough, 
although it tended to show that new men were 
getting control of the company, but when tbe 
first dividend in the history of the company was 
passedon July 1, Messrs. Rosenwald and Op- 
penheimer, as careful Executors, began to look 
about them for the cause. The first informa- 
tion they got was a good deal of a agur- 
prise. The last statement of the company’s 
affairs which they had seen gave it more than 
$6,000,000 of property, without an incumbrance 
ot any kind. Mr. Youille, the new Secretary and 
Treasurer, coolly flung in their faces the follow- 
ing statement of the resources and liabilities 
of the Chicago Gaslightand Coke Company, 
Sept. 30, 1887:

The fraudulent part of this showing, the com- 
plainants charges, consisted in the including of 
$7,650,000 mortgage bonds, the proceeds of 
which had not yet comeinto the handaof the com- 
pany, ani which mortgage was a fraud, Their 
indignation was increased when they found 
by further investigation that, although a divi- 
dend had not been paid in July, the profits of 
the company during the six preceding months 
were $259,430, amply auificient to warrant the 
dividend. 

The placing of the mortgage of $7,650,000 
upon the company’s property is charged by the 
complainants te have been the first step in the 
conspiracy which resulted in the formation of 
the great Chicago Gas Trust Company, which, 
with a capital of $24,000,000, now controls all 
the gas companies of Chisago, and to demolish 
which igs the great object of the litigation 
which Messrs. Rosenwald and Oppenheimer 
have set on foot. [t was done ata meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke Company on Aug, 27,1887, and the 
authority under which President Forastall and 
his fellow-Directors claimed to act is con- 
tained in an act passed by the Legislat- 
ure of Illinois in 1855, where provisions, 
the complainants assert, have long ago become 
void. The Directors resolved at that meeting ta 
issue “ first mortgage 5 percent. gold bonds” of 
the company, not to exceed $10,000,000 in the 
aggregate, ond to deliver to the Fidelity [nsur- 
ance Trust and Safe Deposit Company, 
of Philadelphia, a deed of trust conveying 
all the property, right, franchises, casements, 
privileges and immunities of the company. It 
was provided that the principal and interest of 
the mortgage bonds should be payable at the 
ise of the Central Trust Company, of New- 

ork, 

The purpose of issuing this mortgage was de- 
elared to be the necessary acquirement of the 
other property and the extension, en- 
largement, and development of the prop- 
erty then or thereafter to be owed by the 
company. Messrs. Kosenwald & Oppen- 
heimer charge that its sole pnrpose waa to 
raise money with which to more than reimburse 
themselves for the money which they had spent 
in getting hold of a majority of the company’s 
stock, and that they did use the $7,650,000 
which they raised by the disposal of the bonds 
in so doing, and in getting control of the three 
other gas cempanies in the city, in order that 
the ‘Trust’ could be put into operation 
and the entire city of Chicago be placed under 
the eontrol of a gigantic monopoly. The full 
description of the performance is described in 
the complaint as follows: 


‘Your orators further show that in pursuance of 
the above-mentioned resolve of said Board of Di- 
rectors, the President and Secretary of said Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke Company, on or about Aug, 29. 
1887, executed under the corporate seal of said 
company a deedof trustto the Fidelity Insurance 
Trust and Safe Deposit Company of Phila- 
delphia, and said deed of trust was delivered 
to said Trustee, and Stephen A. Caldwell, its Presi- 
dent, and Richardson I, Wright, Jr., its Secretary, 
on or about Aug. 31, 1887. signed, sealed, and ac- 
knowledged said deed of trust on behalt of the Fidel- 
ity Insurance Trustand Safe Deposit Company as 
Trustees, and said deed of trust was there- 
after returned to some of said defend- 
ants, to your orators now unknown, for 
the purpose of recording the same; but was, in fact, 
for seme reason now unknown to your orators, not 
recorded until Oct. 6, 1887, in the office of the Re- 
corder of Deeds of Cook County, Tl. 

“Your orators further show that although it was 
expressly stipvlated in said deed of trust that said 
lines secured thereby should not be obligatory upon 
said Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company untill they 
should be authenticated by the certificate of said 
Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, as Trustee, indorsed on each paid bonds 
to the effect that the same were properly issued, yet 
said defendants give out and say, and it is so re- 
corded iu the books of the Union National Bank, of 
Chicago, that, Sept. 15, 1887, John J. P. Odell, 
on behalf of said bank, offered to buy 
said bonds at par, and that such offer was 
accepted by the Directors of the Chicago Gas. 
light ana Coke Company, and they further 
give out, and it so appears upon the books of said 
corporation, that on Oct. 4, 1487, at a meeting of its 
Board of Directors, a resolution was passed declar- 
ing a dividend of $3,825 upon each share of the

aet delivered to Matthews to be used in pay- 
ment of sums of money paid out by some of the 
contederates in getting control of the stock, and 
that Matthews has not yet placed all the bonds, 
80 that they, are yet to some extent in the pos- 
session of President Forstall and bia associates, 
which makes it all the easier to break up the 
transaction, 

Having related how President Forstall and 
his associates got hold of the ‘‘boodle”’ in the 
shape of money or bonds, the complaint de- 
scribes hew they used part of it in getting con- 
trol of the other companies in Chieago—the Peo- 
ple’s aaliabt and Coke Comnany, the Equit- 
able Gaslight and Fuel Company, and the Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company. Then it comes to the 
gtand culmination—the creation of the “ Trust:”

tion under the laws of Tilinois under the name and 
style of the Chicago Gas Trust Company, for the 
purpose of controlling the gas business in the 
city of Chicago, and for the purpose of cre- 
ating a monopol in that behalf. * * * 
The capital of said Gas Trust Company was 
declared to be $25,000,000, divided into 
250,000 shares of $100 each, The location of the 
principal office was deciared to be in the city of Chi- 
eago, and the duration of said corporation was fixed 
at 99 years. James Marsh, Patiick A. Me- 
Ewan, and John H. Winslow signed the appli- 
eation tor the license of said Gas Trust 
Company, and were authorized to act as 
Commissioners to open books of subscription to the 
capital steck of said company; that April 2x, 1887, 
said Commissioners filed a statement of tie sub- 
scriptions to the capital stceck of said 
company in the oiica of the Secretary 
of State of MJilinoixs, showing the following 
subseribers: F. J, Matthews, $14,000,000; W. {.. 
Elkins, $100; P A, E. Widener, ©. T, Yerkes, W, W. 
Gibbs, C. R. Cummings, A. M. Billings, H. Fitz, 
hugh, E. ©, Benedict, and S$. A, Kent, each $100; P, 
A. McEwen, $5,000,000; James Marsh, $3,000,000, 
and J. M, Winslow, $999,100.” 


The complaint charges that immediately upon 
the completion of the organization of the Trust 
Company it assumed control of the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke Company, as well as of the 
other companies; that this proceding was aided 
and abetted by the officers of the Chicazo Gaslight 
Company, most of whom aro aiso officers of the 
Trust Company, and that the plan upen which 
the trust manpages a!! the companies is unknown 
to the public or to these complainants except that 
it does away with all legitimate competition. 
They further charge; 


And your orators further show.on information and 
belief, that a majority of the capital stock of the 
three other companies, or a large portion thereof 
has been purchased with the proceeds of 8al 
illegal bonds and mortgage. or with the illegal 
bonds themselves, and that if, in facet, said 
illegal bonds have been sold, the stockholders, 
Directors, Managers, and officers of said trust com- 
pany and the said Gas Trust Company itself hold 
and possess the funds of the Chicago Gaslight and 
Coke Company, and to that extent are to be charged 
as Trustees,” 


It being apparent thatif the mortgage which 
the Directors of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
Company have placed uponitis atlowed to re- 
main asalien,it can never pay another divi- 
dend, since all it could earn would be 
eaten up with interest charges, and that 
the capital stock will become of 
no value whatever, they declare that the com- 
pany is insolvent, and thatit should be dissolved 
and a Receiver be appointed. They sav they 
greatly fear that if this is not done at once the 
Directors of the Gas Trust Company, who are 
also its Directors, contemplate having the morte 
gage foreclossa, which would give them possesion 
of the company forever without the slightest 
chance of redemption by the honest and robbed 
stockholders. They believe that these bonds are 
held by those Directors or vy others, with ful 
knowledge of their iilegality, so that they can- 
not pretend to be innocent holders. 

“Your orators further show oninformation and 
belief,” the complaint continues, “ that the buying 
up of the principal steck of all the gas companies 
of Chicago, and the creation and formation of said 
Gas Trust Company, and the issuing of said 
mortgage bonds upon the property of the 
achicago Gaslight and Coke Company, 
anit the issuing and recording of said 
mortgage, end the superintendency by said Gas Trust 
Company of all the gas companies situated in Chi- 
¢ago, was and is one and the same confed- 
eracy, created and formed with the knowledge 
of all the defendants to this complaint for 
the purpose of creating a monopoly of the 
gas business in Chicago in the hands of the said 
defendants, or some of them, and for the purpose of 
perpetuating the power of said defendants in their 
own hands to manage all the gas companies in the 
city ot Chicago, aaa te deprive the dissenting stock- 
holders of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company, 
who had not confederated with them of their 
property, by compelling them either tosell ont to 
said confederates or to remain in a hopeless minority 
in the management of their company, AJ] of which 
doings are contrary to public policy, equity, and 
good conscience.” 

The complaint ends by making this strong 
representation fo the court: 

* Your orators further show that the consent given 
by the officers and directors of the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke Company to the formation of said Gas 
Trust Company, and to the management and con- 
trol of the Gaslight Company’s basiness by 
said Gas Trust Cumpany, and to the purchase 
of the majority of the capital stock of all 
other gas companies operating in Chicago, 
for the purpose of creating a monopoly in said gas 
business, have created a widespread dissatisfaction 
in the public mind, and will be likely to lead to the 
establishment of other gas works in Chicago, and to 
the cancellation of the franchises granted by 
the city to said gas companies, and to the establish. 
ment of works for lighting Chicago by other means 
than illuminating gas, so ihat the acts of aaid officers 
and Directors of sai:! Chicago Gas Light and Coke 
Company have been highly detrimental to the in- 
terests of your orators, ani of ali other stockholiors, 
not confederating with said defendants. ‘That al! 
the fraudujent aud illegal acts in mortgaging 
the franchises of said gas ight company, and in 
placing on record the fraudulent mortgage forthe 
purpose of dividing the proceeds thereof among the 
Btoekhelders of anid trust company, entities the 
said ofticers and Vireetors of the gaa light company 
to immediate removal from their respective offices, 
and the claim your orators makein behalf cf them. 
solves and 6 > stockholders is thet said officers 
and Directors be su remover, and no longer coutrol 
the affairs of the said gas light company.” 

The effect of this suit will be very great, for it 
cannot he tried without bringing to light just 
how the gigantic gas trust was formed, and 
where the resources of ita creators were ob- 
tained. Theraising of $7,650,00 in one day by 
a simple resolution is regarded as a great 
coup, whether, or not, it was legitimate, 

Rosenwald and Oppenheimer will produce 
some interesting revejations of great service to 
Chicago as well as to the rest of the world. Itis 
the first suit ever brought to dissolve a 
Trust. i. -it prevails, all that has 
been done in connection with the Trust 
before or after its creation will be void, 
For the last six months the Chicago newspa- 
pers have been practically unanimous in their 
condemnation of the gas monopoly, and public 
indignation has been at a white heat. The an- 
nouncement that a suit has heen brought to end 
it will be a pleasant surprise to everyone but the 
owners of the Trust. 


THE GAS TRUST IN COURT. 
THE CROOKEDNESS OF THAT $10,000,000 
MORTGAGE. 

CricaGo, Nov. 16.—In his argument to- 
day in Judge Tuley’s court for the appointment 
of a Receiver for the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
Company and its consequent removal from the 
Gas Trust, Lawyer Adolph Moses, representing 
the estate of Emanuel Hoffman, of New-York, 
declared that there was no authority in 
law for the course pursued by the Chicago 
company, in which Mr. Hoffman's estate is a 
stockholder. Referring to the course pur- 
sued in changing the monthly statement of 
assets, this change in the method of showing 
the assets of the corporation, he de- 
clared, became a necessity, in view 
of the distribution of the $10,000,000 


in bonds; for otherwise the company wonld 
have shown that it was bankrupt by 32,000,000 
or #3,000,000, By increasing the statement of 
assets the company was made to appear to have 
a surplus of $1,450,000. The actual increase in 
the showing of assets was about $7,650,000, 
every cent of which was borrowed under the 
false pretense of extendiug the works, It was 
really intended to divide tiis amount among the 
stockholders, and this was done when the divi- 
dend of $8 per share was declared. This 
$7,650,000 was not in the treasury of the com- 
yany, but the books showed that E, G. Matthews 
had received $1,000,000 of it. 

The course pursued by the company was a 
breach of trust, Mr. Moses said, and was an ab- 
solute fraud. it deliberately made a mortgage 
of $10,000,000 to issue $7,650,000 worth of 
bonds at one time, and by that action 
made the company insolvent by over 
$6,000,000, which would be largely in- 
creased if the present public excitement 
erystalized in the erection of new gas works, as 
the gas trust property would become worthless. 
In other words, the company sola property, by 
way ofa mortgage, and divided the proveeds 
among the stockholders, regardless of the fact 
that itdjid not have the consent of the gtock- 
holders to sell. Its only excuse wag that 
the sale had been fairly made. As the matter 
stood everything the company might acquire in 
the future was included in the mortgage, and 
the case was one into which the Atterney-Gen- 
eral of the State might yet be called upon to in- 
quire, The $10,000,000 of borrowed money 
was horrowed to buy property already acquired, 
and it was a monstrous wrong to stockholders. 

He then pointed out how the clique had ma- 
nipulated the sale. The Board of Directors held 
a meeting and authorized the issue of bongs to 
the extent of $10,000,000. They adjourned, and 
immediately there was called a meeting of the 
stockholders to ratify the issue. The same 
men sat down ijn the same chairs 
they had occupied at the Directors meeting a 
few minutes before, and went through the act of 
ratifying their own legislation. The stockholders 
adjourned and went into session asthe Board 
of Directors to authorize the sale of the 
bonds, then adjourned immediately to go 
into session as stockholders again, this time to 
ratify the sale of the bonds. These four meet- 
ings, Mr. Moses charged, were a'l held on the 
afternoon of Aug. 27, andif the course pursued 
was not tainted with fraud, then he would with- 
draw his complaint. 

On tept. 15 came President Forstall's an- 
nouncement that bonds had been sold to the 
Fidelity Safe and Trast Company. In closing 


| his argument for the appointment of a Receiver 


Mr. Moses declared that a Receiver would not 
damage the property, but would restore it to its 
pristine vigor, and the franchises of the corpo- 
ration would be cleared of the clouds now rest- 
ing upon them. 

In reply to Mr. Moses, A. W. Green argued 
that a Chancery Court had no right to appoint a 
Receiver at the demand of stockholders who 
could not show that their interests, as such, had 
been injured, and who had not shown in their 
bill that they had made any effort 
to prevent the issue of the honds_re- 
ferred to. There was nothing to show that 
Mr. Hoffman had ever exercised his rights as a 
stockholder, but months after the bonds had 
been sold his representatives had come into 
court asking for a Receiver for a corporation 
which was not insolvent and the dissolution of 
which was not desired. The case will be further 
heard to-morrow.

SELF DISCHARGED, 
FRIENDS OF MR. GEBHARD ACCUSED OF 

RUDENESS IN A THEATRE — MBS. 

LANGTRY’S PAR? IN A SIDE SCENE. 

Robert C, Hilliard, the actor, is about the 
angriest man in New-York, and apparently he is 
fully justitiad in bis wrath. ‘Last Monday 
evening,” said he to a TIMES rep orter yesterday 
“roy wife and Mrs, Henry E. Dixey occupied a 
box in the Theatre Comique, Harlew, to witness 
a performance of ‘ Peril,’ in which Mrs, Lang- 
try is playing now at that house, and in 
which I enact the part of Sir George 
Osmond. The two ladies were alone in the box, 
as I was compelled to be ou the stage, They 
had been in the theatre oniy ashort time when 
Mr. Frederick Gebhard entered with a party of 
friends and took possession of the box directly 
in front of that in which Mrs. Dixey and Mrs, 
Hilliard sat. The two boxes are on the or- 
chestra floor and on the same side of tho 
house, a curtain separating them. As this 
curtain somewhat obscured the stage, the ladies 
had drawn it partially aside. Mr. Gebhard’s 
party consisted of Baron Blane and Mrs. Blane, 
formerly Mrs. Riegel, of Philadelphia, and two 
men whose names I do not know. In a 
few minutes after they had entered the 
box, Mrs. Hilliard and Mrs. Dixey say, the 


two men, whom they cannot identify, be- 
ganto stare at tuem, and finally to make re- 
marksinan audible tone about them. These 
remarks were most oflensive, and embraced such 
expressions as ‘Get on to the beauties in the 
next box,” * Aren’t they babies,’ ‘Look at the 
darlings,’ &c. Baron Blane looked as though 
he were vastiy displeased with this 
exhibition of boorisbness, and even 
remonstrated with his companions, but 
Mr, Gebhard, while making noremarka himaelf, 
made no effort to restrain the blackguardism of 
his guests, 

The impertience and effrontery of the men 
became so insufferable that Mrs. Hilliard and 
Mrs, Dixey drew the curtain so as to screen 
them from their tormentors. This action only 
incited the men to bolder measures. 
They even went so far as to draw the 
curtain aside and renew their ogling and 
staring, and, although the ladies were only a 
few feet from them, they had the audacity to 
use their opera glasses in looking at them. 
When the performances had ended Mrs. Dixey 
and Mre, Hilliard remained in the box for some 
time, fearing lest they should be insulted if 
they went before Mr. Gebhard’s friends had 
gone. They finally ventured out, however, 
and found the fellows loitering at the door 
of their box. They were not accosted, 
but as they walked down the aisle the men fol- 
lowed, whistling atthem. At this time Mr. Nat 
Roth, Susiness manager of the Theatre Comique, 
came up and asatuted the ladies, The men then 
slunk away. When 1 joined my wife and Mrs. 
Dixey to escort them home I was informed 
of what had occurred. I at once inati- 
tuted a search for the offenders, but 
they had gone. I felt, however, that I must do 
something for the protection of my wife and her 
guest, and, therefore, on the next day I senta 
letter to Mr. Gebbard which was delivered at the 
Union Club at 11:30 A. M. It read as follows: 

Novy, 15. 
Mr. F. Gebhard: 

DEAB Stk: In the box next to the one occupied last 
night by you and your party of friens were Mrs. 
Henry E. Dixey and my wife, who wero unat- 
tended by an escort, as Mr. Dixey is on his way 
to California and I was on the stage. Judge of 
my surprise and indignation to learn from both 
lavies, after the | ah gerne that they had been 
grossly insulted by the staring, ogling with opera 
glisses, and whispered remarks relating to them by 
two of your gentlemen (7) guests (unknown to them 
and me;) not, however, by the Baron Blane. 
It is trnily @ most charming state of affairs 
if two ladies witnessing from a private box 
a performances of Mra. Langtry’s are nol free from 
the disgraceful conduct to which my wife and 
her frieu’d were subjected last evening. Know- 
ing that the facts as above stated must be quite 
as painfnl to you as to me, I ask your aid in ingijat- 
jug upon your guests sending apologies immediate. 
ly. This satisfaction ! feel positive you will de- 
Inand, as I am aware you are a gentlemen who would 
not knowingly permit such dastardly behavior, Ke-

“T waited for an answer but received none un- 
til last night, when this note was handed to me: 
Mr, Rodert C. Hilliard; 

DEAR SIR: In answer to yonr letter permit me to 
say that I was the guest of the Baroncas Blanc and 
not as you imagined. The names of the other two 
genriewen were Mr. Ned Wight and Mr. George De 

*orest Grant. I need scarcely add that they would 
not insult their hostess or any other lady by com- 
mitting the acts you charge. Faithfully, 
FP. GEBHARD. 

‘*This letter practically says that the state- 
ments made by my wife and Mrs. Dixey are 
false, Iam not prepared te say what I shal! do 
in regard to the matter since receiving Mr. 
Gebhard's letter. I preferto sleep over it be- 
fore making any declaration.” 


“Ts it true, Mr. Hilliard, that you have been 
discharged from Mrs. Langtry’s company?” 

“Yes, On Tuesday evening, the day fol- 
lowing the Gebhard affair, I played in 
‘Peril’ as usual. Mrs. Langtry treated me 
yery coldly, and was exceedingly cap- 
tious. At the end of the third act Mrs. 
Langtry, who, in all previous performances 
of this particular scene had never come nearer 
than four feet to me, suddenly rushed at me, 
and placing her hand on my shoulder shoved me 
off the stage. My foot caught in oneof the 
properties and I almost fell on my face, I was 
80 astonished that I said nothing, but went to 
my dressing room, In a littie while Mrs, Langtry 
sent Zor me and began to upbraid me for ina- 
bility to play the pars of Sir George Osmond 
and general inelticiency as an actor. I retorted 
by demanding to kuow wiat she meant by put- 
ting her hand on me and shoving me as she hai 
done. She replied that | waa discharged from her 
company, the discharge to take effect at the 
end of the customary two weeks’ notice, | 
am not prepared to say that my discharge 
was due to the Gebhard matter. For 
some time thse relations between Mrs. 
Langtry and myself have been unpleasant. 
She has slighted me on the stage in every 
possible manner and has been continually finding 
petty faults with my work. While in Montreal, 
recently, Mr. Barrymore and myself had a fight 
with seven lacrosse players and were worsted. 
When news of it came to Mrs. Langtry she 
informed us that she was accustomed to 
be supported by gentlemen and not by 
rowdies. She requested us to remember that 
she was not a“ variety actress” like Maggio 
Mitchell, nor a “ grotesque ugly old woman” 
like Modjeska. T cannot recount all the indigni- 
ties she has heaped on me, I stood them he- 
cause I was in debt and because:I could not 
afford to throw up an engagement in 
the middle of the season, I have 
a wife and child to support. I beiieve that Mrs, 
Langtry was trying to force ine to send in my 
resignation. When I would not do this she dis- 
charged me,” 

Mr. Hilliard played his partin “ Peril” at the 
Theatre Comique last night, but nothing oe- 
curred further than that, Outside of the words 
of the play, Mrs. Langtry refused to speak to 
him, and that he said nothing to her. The re- 
porter called on Mrs. Langtry, but she refused 
to say anything whatever about the affair.

PHILIP DURYEA DISAPPEARS, WHILE 
MISS BROWN WAITS AND WEEPS. 

Never before in its history, perhaps, has 
the town of Union Hill, N. J., been so agitated 
asit was last evening. This unusually sleepy 
place, which asa rule closes its eyes as early as 
§ o'clock, kept them wide open until a late hour 
last night, and it is more than prubable that 
the leading lady in the drama which was 
enacted there yesterday at sunset saw this 
morning dawn with eyes which sleep had left 
unvisited during the night watches. 

Long before the hour of 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the Dutch Reformed Church, which 
is known in Union Hill as the Grove 
Chureh, was crammed to its utmost capacity 


with a congregation which had assembled to 
witness the marriage of Miss Mary A. Brown, 
a@ popular young lady of the town, and Philip 
Puryea, a prosperous young farmer of 
Fairview, N. J. Probably thereis no young man 
better known about Washington Market than 
‘* Phil’ Duryea. He hasa stand there at which 
he does a flourishing business in farm produes, 
which is raised on his demesne at Fairview. For 
more than a half dozen years Phil had been 
courting Miss Mary Brown, and when it was 
made known in the town that at last their con- 
stancy was to be crowned withits just reward, 
there was no littie eagerness manifested among 
the good folk of Union Hill to witness the cere- 
mony. 

Five o’clock youersey was the time fixed, 
The organist who had been specially engaged 
for the occasion to come from New-Brunswick, 
N.J., was discoursing eloquent strains upon 
the Grove Church organ. Not another 
soul could have been packed into that 
church by the most expert sardine adjuster. 
Tt is estimated that at least 1,200 people 
were crowding each otherin the handsome little 
eflifice. At5:15 o’clock the minister, the Rev. 
Mr. McGowen, entered the chancel, and then all 
necks were craned in the direction of the middle 
aisle door, through which the ‘bridal procession 
was to make its appearance.

No 
information of even a slightly ercouraging 
nature could be mustered up of the missing 
bridegroom. At6o’clock smelling salts had to 
be administered in large quanrities to the 
prospective bride, and matters were hecom- 
ing strained all around. In the _ echureh 
everyborly began to look uncomfortable and to 
exhibit perplexity.

PROGRESS OF THE DI5SEASE—PROPF. 
VIRCHOW MAKES A COMPLAINT. 

BERLIN, Nov. 16.—Private telegrams from 
San Remo say that on Monday night there wasa 
discharge of yellowish mucus from the Crown 
Prince's larnyx, which offorded great relief. 
The swelling has subsided. 

Dr. Schmidt states that although he had not 
seen the Crown Prince in two years until he 


saw him at San Remo he found him abso- 
lutely unchanged in general condition. His 
health was excellent, and no danger was im- 
minent, The swelling, hoe says, will occasion- 
ally reappear, but will not imply a changs for 
the worse. The tumor may become eo large 
in a few days that tracheotomy will be- 
come necessary; or it may not imerease 
at all for six months, If there is 
a change for the worse it will be 
gradua! and thera will be time to foresee the 
necessity of an operation. Dr. Bergmann, at 
the request of the Crown Prince’s family, will 
go to San Remo, 

Prof. Virchow stated before the Medical So- 
ciety of Berlin to-day that his epinion in the casd 
of the Crown Prince simply applied toasmall 
portion of the growth in the Prince's throat re- 
moved by Dr. Mackenzie. He said that every ons 
acquainted with the nature of the malady ought 
to know that 1t was possible that cancer existed.

LONDON SOCIALISTS TO MEET 
IN HYDE PARK.

LoNvON, Nov. 16,—A meeting of the Radi« 
eal clubs and Socialist delegates was held thig 
evening. After alively debate it was resolved, 
by a large majority, to hold a meeting 
in Hyde Park on Sunday next, and to 
send a siwall deputation to Trafalgar- 
square on that day. The object of the latter 
move isto secure a technical case of assaul 
against the police, as it is expected that the dep 
utation will be prevented from entering 
the square. The whole question of the 
right of the public to hold meetings in the 
square will then be raised in the courts. A mo- 
tion against attempting te meet in Trafalgar. 
square until the legal question had been de 
cided was rejected. 

The Globe unofficially says that the Govern- 
ment will swear in 20,000 special constables in 
order tocheck further riots in London, Mr. 


Matthews, the Home Secretary, expects that 
45,000 men will respond to the call for special 
constables. 

Ata banquet this evening Mr. Goschen said 
that the Government bad not simply to dea! 
with Ireland, but to prove themseives a Cabine? 
of legislative initiative. The assistance given 
by the Unionists was proved by the attacks made 
upon them by the Gladstonians, ‘The latter 
had first tried cajolery; new they were trying 
vituperation; next it would be excommunica- 
tion. But the Unionists had not and must not 
lose an inch of ground through the Gladstonian 
game of brag. 

The Lord Chancellor of Ireland has removed 
Mr. Power, member of Parliament, from the 
offive of magistrate because he advised Water- 
ford tenents to adopt the plan of campaign. 

The verdict of willful murder axainst Georgs 
Freeman and eight emergency men fer shooting 
the old man Kinsella at Coolgreany, County 
Wexford, on Sept. 28 has been confirmed. 

Michael Davitt, in a speech at Limerick to day, 
said that O’Brien’s life was far too precious to 
be sacrificed in a diapute about clothes. If he 
died in jail his countrymen would know how to 
avenge him. 

At the annual conference of the English Lib- 
eral League to-day it was announced that the 
League had 180 branch lodges and 8,000 mem- 
bers. A programme was adopied approving 
home rule, colonial federation, triennial Llarlia- 
ments, the payment of members of Parliament, 
free education, manhood suffrage, international 
arbitration, and female franchise. 

The Court of Queen’s Bench has quashed the 
verdict of the Ceroner’s jury at Mitchelistown, 
jn the case of the victims of the police shooting. 
The court takes the ground that the inquest 
was illegal, the jury was irregularly empaneled, 
and the Coroner’s conduct was illegal aud par- 
tial. 

Notices have been posted in County Clare, 
Ireland, ordering a boycott of the Shannon 
Steamship Company for conveying prisoners to 
the Limerick Jail. 

The Freeman's Journal says that the Govern- 
ment bas decided to abandon the prosecution of 
Lord Mayor Sullivan for publishing in his paper, 
the Nation, reports of meetings of suppressed 
branches of the National League, 

The Erpress and /rish Times comment on what 
they call the undoubted uprising and spread of 
loyalty in the south of Ireland. They say the 
country has recognized that the Government 
will not permit a defiance of the law with im- 
punity. 

The tenants on the County Down estates of 
Lord Londonderry, the asd tentanant: have 
declined to accept an offer of 50 per cent. re 
duction of their rents, and will carry out their 
determination to enter the Land Court. 

The intended opposition to Mr. Sexton becom- 
ing Lord Mayor of Dublin has been abandoned. 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exebequer, re- 
plying to an address presented to him bv the 
Chamber of Commerce of Manchester,referred to 
the growing demand for an inereased national 
expenditure, not only for old, but for new ob- 
jecta. The laissez faire principal was replaced by 
demands that the Government undertake every- 
thing. He warned statesmen against dangling 
before the eyes of traders, artisans, and farmers 
who were suffering from depression from 
natural causes, any hope of a parliamentary 
remedy, At the same time, he said, if 
the condition of workers was impeded 
by celective laws, Parliament shonid 
amend them. Alluding to the coming 
budget, Mr. Goschen said that, so far as he gaw, 
the balanes sheet of the nation was satisfactory 
and promised a surplus which would be 
available to relieve local burdens under a bill to 
rezdjust imperial and local taxation. 

Dispatches from Madrid announce the mar- 
riage of ex-Prime Minister Canovas del Castillo 
to Joaguina, daughter of the Marquis Puente y 
Sotomayor. The Bishop of Madrid officiated. 
A representative of the Queen was present at the 
wedding, and after the ceremony Sepor Canovas 
dei Castillo and his bride went to the palace 
and paid their respects to the Queen. The state- 
ment that a daughter of Senor Canovas del 
Castillo had been wmarrie:| was erroneous. 

The statement made yesterday that the bark 
Coronel, from Bull River, had arrived at Fal- 
mouth and reported that she passed on Nov. 5 
the steamer Naworth Castle, from New-Orleans, 
and that the latier vessel was feaking was 
erroneous.

Mr. EpwaRD ATKINSON writes with char- 
acteristic force and lucidity on the advan- 
tages.of commercial union between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. He gives a very apt- 
illustration of the effect of the existing du- 
ties on Canadian products by referring to 
those common articles of food for the poor, 
fish and potatoes. Last year we imported 
$2,250,000 worth of fish from Canada, and 
added $500,000 to the cost to our people 
for a revenue that we did not need. We 
imported $650,000! worth of potatoes 
because our people needed them in 
addition to the domestic supply, but they 
were:compelled to pay $292,000 in duties to 
get them. Of course the consumers had to 
pay thisin the price of the food supplies. 
Who benefited by it? Possibly the Glouces- 
ter and Portland fishermen, who employ 
Canadian crews for their vessels, and who 
are anxious*to keep all fish out of our mar- 
kets except what they bring. To accom-: 
plish this, which is plainly against the: 
interest.of everybody else, they are willing 
to keep up the trouble over the fishery 
question and even to embroil the whole 
Nation, not only with Canada, but with 
Great Britain, with losses compared to 
which their interests are a bagatelle. 

RFR TALE TALES RAEI SIO ITE ES 

Commander SAMPSON’S annual report. 
shows that the Naval Academy is in its 
usual prosperous condition; but apparently 
some changes are required in its course of 
‘instruction. The Board of Visitors last 
June pointed out that it is a hardship to. 
require a two years’ cruise, after the aca- 
demic course, of those cadets who are then 
remanded to civil life for the lack of vacan- 
ciesin theservice. It would be moresensible, 
and could be made more economical for the 
Government, if cadets were either commis- 
sioned or discharged at the end of their 
academic course proper. This would reduce ’ 
‘the course at Annapolis te four years, a8 
‘st West Point and at nearly all the 
universities and colleges in the country. 
It appears from Commander SAMPSON’S re- 
port that euseti-st June’s class of thirty- 


one members only twenty were admitted to 
the service, eleven being honorably dis- 
charged. Should Paymaster-General Fur- 
TON be allowed the additional officers he 
needs for his bureau the next class might 
find more vacancies open, but in general no 
higher ratio of commissions can be expected 
than the one just reported, so that the re- 
duction of the course to four years seems 
desirable. When that is done some changes 
may be made in the matter of special courses 
of instruction.

Trucks, hacks, and other vehicles with 
one wheel wrenched off are one of the most 
familiar sights on Broadway nowadays, 
and often they cause a serious blockade on 
the street. The centre-bearing rail of the 
Broadway Railroad is responsible for this 
damage to private property and nuisance to 
the public. Some energetic effort should 
be made to get rid of this device for giving 
railroad companies a monopoly of the space 
on which they are only entitled to a privi- 
lege.

would be needed by the company. Now M. 
FERDINAND DE LESSEPS appeals to Premier 
RovvieER for authority to raise a new loan 
by means of an issue of lottery bonds. The 
loan of last August was procured by induce- 
ments closely resembling those of a lottery 
scheme, but the plan then used was not 
the one which can be used only with 
the Government’s sanction and im- 
plied support, and which is more 
enticing to the ignorant. At the same time 
M. pE LESSEPS announces that heis nego- 
tiating with a noted engineer “for the 
purpose of insuring the digging of a passage 
sufficient for a traffic of 7,500,000 tons, re- 
serving the completion of the work for the 
future.” Whata pitiable spectacle this is 
of an old man near his grave trying to draw 
more money from the pockets of the thou- 
sands of his dupes in the rural districts and 
villages of France, whose hard-earned sayv- 
ings must soon be swept away! 


The retirement of Mr. RoBERT BONNER 
from the conduct of the New-York Ledger 
rounds a very successful and characteristic- 
ally American career. The field which Mr. 
BONNER abandons to his sons is one which 
he has not only cultivated with unexampled 
success, but which he may be said to have 
discovered. Nobody has approached him 
in knowledge of what the American people 
liked to read. The Ledger for the past thirty 
years has been an exact reflex of their 
wishes. If it has shown the popular 
demand to be less exacting than could be 
wished on the intellectual side, on the 
moral side it is extremely creditable both to 
the readers and to their purveyor. Nothing 
has ever appeared in the Ledger of which its 
owner had or has any cause to feel ashamed; 
nothing that can by chance have done harm 

-to any reader. Mr. BONNER, 1m retiring to 
enjoy the results of his shrewdness and lib- 
erality, has the satisfaction of knowing that 
the paper which he has carried to so solid 
a success has added incalculably to ‘‘the 
public stock of harmless pleasure.” 

ACCUMULATED CRIMINAL CASES. 

The Mayor has discovered an “evil of 
the greatest magnitude” in the accumula- 
tion in the District Attorney’s office in the 
last two years of nearly 5,000 bail cases 
which have not been submitted to the 
Grand Jury, and he has asked the District 
Attorney to frame a measure which will 
“‘ effectually dispose of the dangerous con- 
dition in which the criminal business of 
this city now finds itself.” The Mayor ap- 
pears to assume that the difficulty liesin the 
inability of Grand Juriesas now constituted 
to deal with all the cases of violators of 
law who are held for trial and admitted to 
bail. This is hardly a logical assumption, 
inasmuch as the cases in question are those 
in which no chance has been given to the 
Grand Jury to act, and inasmuch as indict- 
ments are found much more rapidly than 
they are disposed of. The fault is more 
likely to lie with the District Attorney’s 
office or the criminal courts than with the 
Grand Jury, which has generally disposed of 
all the cases submitted to it without any 
complaint of being overworked. 

The law requires indictments for felony 
to be found within five years of the com- 


mission of the crime and indictments for. 


misdemeanor within two years after the 
offense. In case no indictment is found 
within these limitations of time the cases 
have to be dismissed. A very large propor 
tion of these bail cases, which accumulate 
inthe pigeon-holesof the District Attorney’s 
office at the rate of about two hundred a 
month, are for violation of the excise law 


and for keeping disorderly places or gam-, 


bling houses. It will be seen that the law 
limiting the time for indictment in such 
cases to two years affords an easy way of 
escaping trial altogether, if the offenders 


can give bail and have the cases pigeon-: 


holed for two years without going to the 
Grand Jury. According to Mr. MARTINE’s 
own admission, they have been allowed to 
-accumulate for the lasttwo years in that 
way,and as two hundred a month are added 
at one end an equal number will drop off at 
the other without reaching indictment. 
This process can be kept up with the re- 
sult of a general escape from trial of all 
those cases which the District Attorney 
sees fit to pigeon-hole. 
making arrests and holding to bail is 
thus rendered nugatory, and operates sim- 
ply as a discouragement of police efforts to 
enforce the laws and an encouragement of 
the violators thereof. 

While there is this enormous number of 
cases allowed to accumulate without going 
tothe Grand Jury at all, it is notorious 
that many indictments are found which are 
never brought to trial. Of the 6,146 cases 
sent to the Court of General Sessions last 
year from the police courts 880 were dis- 
missed without trial, in 1,420 pleas of guilty 
were entered, and 759 were actually tried, 
‘leaving more than one-half undisposed of. 
A while ago complaint was made that there 

‘was not court room enough to keep the 
three Judges employed. That defect 
has been remedied, but little difference is 
‘to be. noted in the progress of the orimi- 


The process of 
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nal business. Then it was said that there 
were not Judges enough, and provision has 
been made for another, who will take his 
place on the bench at the beginning of the 
new year, in the person of Mr. MARTINE 
himself. There has also been testimony to 
the effect that the Judges of General Ses- 
sions are not a very busy set of men. They 
are said to have short hours, many holidays, 
and long vacations in spite of the fact that 
there is such a mass of accumulated crimi- 
nal cases always on hand. 

It is evident just here what an immensely 
important office is that of District Attorney. 
Expedition, as well as honesty, in the 
prosecution of criminals depends almost 
absolutely on that office. The Grand Jury 
depends upon it for the submission of cases 
that are ready for indictment, and it is not 
to be assumed that it is unable to give con- 
sideration to such cases unless they are sub- 
mitted in such numbers that the jury for 
each term is compelled to leave some of 
them without action. The courts, however 
many the Judges and the court rooms, are 
dependent on the District Attorney for 
cases to try. Progress in disposing of “ the 
criminal business of the city,” as Mr. 
HEWITr calls it, is exactly measured, so 
far as now appears, by the activity 
of the District Attorney’s office. It is very 
important to know whether that office is 
really obstructed by the inability of the 
Grand Jury to find indictments fast enough 
or the inability of the courts to dispose of 
cases rapidly enough. ‘The former can 
hardly be the difficulty so long as indict- 
ments are kept ahead, as they are at present, 
and there is no evidence that the courts are 
overcrowded or overworked. What, then, 
is the matter with the District Attorney’s 
office? Is itlacking in energy, inability, ina 
disposition to push prosecutions, or inequip- 
ment for its work? On these points Mr. 
MARTINE onght to be able to give valuable 
information, thongh as to some of them he 
might not be a disinterested or impartial 
witness, 


NEW TRAGEDY. 

To most readers, perhaps, the most re- 
markable fact about Mr. SWINBURNE’S 
new tragedy of “ Locrine”’ is the wonder of 
its transmission. The readers of THE NEW- 
YorK TIMES owe it to the Atlantic cables 
that they are able to enjoy, not the mean- 
ing only, but the music of a poem of which 
the music is not less important than 
the meaning, when it is still on the 
eve of publication in England. Various 
lyrics have been transmitted by cable, but 
seldom without mutilations that made the 
judicious reader await the printed copy to 
learn what the poet really wrote. We be- 
lieve that this is the first endeavor to send 
over the cable a work in verse so long 
and so important as this tragedy of 
**Locrine.” That it should be so trans- 
mitted as to be intelligible at all 
is wonderful. That, excepting such typo- 
graphical inaccuracies as are due 
much more tothe haste with which it has 
been transmitted than to the manner of its 
transmission, the music and the meaning 
are so perfectly preserved makes the publi- 
cation of “ Locrine” in to-day’s TImEs per- 
haps the most marvelous achievement of 
submarine telegraphy. 

Very few competent critics will dispute 
that the tragedy is worthy of the unprece- 
dented pains that have been taken to put it 
before the American public. It carries fur- 
ther the dramatic theories of the poet than 
anything he has yet done. As in his other: 
poems in dramatic form, the rigid and arti- 
ficial mold of Attic tragedy is filled with the 
living and glowing language of the Eliza- 
bethan poets. Mr. SWINBURNE has striven 
to unite the two excellences which 
DRYDEN divided between the ancients 
and the moderns in laying down that the 
Greek plays were “ better plotted” and the 
English better written. Withal, the new 
tragedy, like others of its author, is excep- 
tional by its subject matter. It belongs 
rather~> to such creations as MILTON’s 
“Comus” and Goethe’s “ Helena” than to 
any more familiar class. CARLYLE has re- 
marked of the latter that itis not so much 
an allegory as a phantasmagory. In marry- 
ing to his verse such a historical vision 
as might have been recorded by one of the 
monkish chroniclers to whom the Hebrew 
patriarchs,the Roman Consuls,and their own 
grandfathers were equally legendary and 
equally remote, Mr. SWINBURNE has in 
his turn produced a phantasmagory. In 
the majesty and the melody of its dic- 
tion it will be agreed that the new 
tragedy is fully worthy of its author. 
There is in it a noble austerity that recalls 
the “ Atalanta,” by which twenty years ago 
Mr. SWINBURNE made such emphatic an- 
nouncement thatanew English poet had 
arrived, and gives additional and gratify- 
ing testimony that he has abandoned those 
miry ways in which during the interval he 
has too often sought subjects for verse 
worthy of better themes.

COPYRIGHT AND THE PEOPLE. 

As regards the American author and the 
American publisher, the effects of the exist- 
ing copyright law, or lack of law, are per- 
ceived with increasing clearness every year. 
The author can no longer make aliving ex- 
cept by a connection with the newspaper 
press, and even the publisher of the cheap 
reprints is fast finding out that the compe- 
tition is overdone, and that comparatively 
little profit remains in the business. The 


_author is the first sufferer, the publisher is 


the second, and the better publishing houses 
are now foremost in the demand that a 
copyright bill of some kind, whether with 


or without a manufacturing clause, be. 


brought before Congress. 


But thus far all proposed legislation in ; 
this matter has been blocked by the feeling 


of the public toward copyright. The public 
wants cheap books, and the Congressman 
hesitates to bring forward any measure 
which would enhance the price of the re- 
prints, however slightly, by paying copy- 
right to the English author. 

What is the result? @ Setting aside any 
consideration of the intrinsic justice or in- 
justiceof copyright, itisthe injury of athird 
and a much more important class of persons 
than thatof the’authors or of the publishers. 
It is the public of readers itself. The great 
public of readers has in large part ceased to 


‘buy Ameriqan books. It says in practice te | 


the American author: ‘ We will dispense 
with home literature, except in the matter 
of journalism, which must necessanly be a 
home product. But we will buy foreign 
books because they are thecheapest.” It is 
a natural, an inevitable, thing to say’ under 
the circumstances. But the result is not 
hard tosee, Itis to postpone the develop- 
ment of American literature, if not to 
threaten its very existence, Our publish- 
ers themselves can hardly venture to con- 
sider the acceptance of a book by a native 
author whose namejisnew. The result is 
that a nation of peculiarly active intelli- 
gence is denying itself its own intellectual, 
birthright. 

Itis a thing that we cannot afford to do. 
To say nothing of the desirability and 
dignity, in any civilized country, of an, 
autochthonous literature, without which 
no national fame is complete, a growing evil 
is inflicted upon the community by the.fact 
of this dependence upon foreign, and 
especially upon English, literature to the 
suppression of our own. Foreign, iand, 
especially English, modes of thought: and. 
of political sympathy are impressed upon 
our community almost to the exclusion, 
except in the journals, of our own things. . 
And these foreign modes of thought, as 
represented in the fiction that is mostl 
pirated, are not merely alien, but opposed 
to our own political system. 

The suppression of our own literature 
under the existing state of things, in a 
word, tends to weaken what foreign critics 


‘callthe “national consciousness,” and to 


discredit our political as well as our literary 
standards. The question involves much 
more than a mere matter of justice to the 
authors, especially as in the course of ‘a few 
years more, if no remedy be found, there 
will be no American authors left to ask for 
justice. English books have made short 
work with American books, but it was be- 
cause they were stolen and cheap, not be- 
cause they were any better fitted to survive. 


. And we shall befortunateif our writers and 


thinkers find an outlet before the foreign 
spirit that is fostered among us by foreign 
books shall begin to make itself felt in the 
domain of national politics. Our people, 
like any other, need a flourishing home 
literature for the expression and for the de- 
velopment of their own thought. Until we 
permit its growth by the enactment of an 
equitable copyright law we shall continue 
to go without such a literature. Is it not 
worth while for us to pay a moderate and 
equitable price for this crowning possession 
of a great people? 


COSTA RICA’S FRONTIER. 

No part of the world raises a larger crop 
of boundary disputes than Central and 
South America, and most of them go back 
to the emancipation of their republics from 
the Spanish yoke. Differences between 
neighboring colonies as to frontier lines, 
which were of less importance when Spain 
owned both or all, grew to more conse- 
quence when they themselves became sov- 
ereign powers. Costa Rica, the smallest of 
the independent countries on the mainland 
of the New World, except San Salvador, has 
more than her fair share of boundary quar-. 
rels, one ‘with Nicaragua on the north and 
another with Columbia at the south. Her 
only undisputed frontiers are the two 
oceans. 

It must be said, however, to her credit 
that both her controversies are in a fair 
way of peaceful settlement. For the one 
existing between Costa Rica and Colombia 
Spain has agreed to act as arbitrator, while 
a few days ago the representatives of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica laid their re- 
spective papers before President GLEVE- 
LAND, selected as arbiter under an agree-, 
ment made by these two republics about 
ten months ago. 

Both disputes, while important to little 
Costa Rica, which has an area of only 
21,500 miles, have also a wider interest 
relating to the isthmus. The controversy 
with Nicaragua has existed for nearly 
twenty years, and is founded on an agree- 
ment made more than thirty years ago, 
which was intended at that time to settle 
the frontier, and in about the way that 
Costa Rica is satisfied to have it rest now. 
The objection of Nicaragua is based on the 
condition of its own country at that time. 
Just before the date of the boundary treaty 
on which Costa Rica relies a civil war had 
broken out in Nicaragua, and not only were 
the people themselves divided, but the 
notorious Col. WILLIAM WALKER had made 
his famous filibustering raid upon the 
country, and was still maintaining him- 
self there. The Costa Ricans urge 
that in the subsequent constitution 
of Nicaragua their view of the case is sus- 
tained; but thisis by no means admitted. 
by the Nicaraguans. The decision of the 
United States Government, or of the ex-; 


_perts and jurists to whom the question will 


be submitted, may determine the whole 
matter, should it confirm the validity of 
the old agreement. But if, on the other 
hand, this agreement should not be con- 
firmed, the main question would be re-. 
opened, and might derive unusual impor- 
tance from the relation of the conflicting 
claims to regions lying not far distant from: 
the proposed route of the Nicaragua Canal. 


SENATOR COLQUITT SNUBBED, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 16.—Senator Col- 
quitt, of this. State, has been snubbed in a re- 
markable manner by Bishop Wyman, of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church. The inci- 


dent grows out of Atlanta’s prebibition cam- 
paign. It seems that Senator Colquitt under- 
took the task of ‘‘ whoeping up” the colored 
preachers for prohibition. One Pastor, how-: 
ever, the Rev. J. 8. Flipper, of Big Bethel 
Church, whieh has 4,000 members, refused to be 
delivered. This aroused the indignation of 
Senator Colquitt, and he at once wrote 
a private letter to  Bisho Wyman, 
who was holding the Conference in 
Rome, narrating Brother Flipper’s obstinacy, 
and asking for such a change as would promote 
the Lord’s work. This attempt of a United 
States Senator to control the action of an 
ecclesiastical body, and a colored one at that, 
ereated a buzz among those who were in the 
secret. The Bishop, however, proved superior 
to official interference ana re-appointed the Rev. 
Mr. Flipper to his old charge. r. Flipper has 
given a letter to the preés in which he takes the 
Senator to task. He says he did not know be- 
fore that Colquitt was a member of Big Bethel, 
or that he had any right to complain, and calls 
upon him to come up and pay his dollar money. 
Coiquitt left for Washington to-day.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Meyerbeer’s opera ‘‘Der Prophet” was 
presented at the Metropolitan Opera House last 
evening for the first time this season. There 
wae a large audience present, and the applause 
was both frequent and vigorous. The light 
measures of Meyerbeer were no doubt a grate- 
ful change to that portion of the musical public 
which regards it as a task to study the signifi- 
cance of operatic scores. ‘“ Der Prophet,” more- 
Over, contains much music of a virile and noble 
nature; but it is unnecessary to expatiate upon 
the value of the work, which is well known to 
all music lovers, and maintains its popular- 
ity in spite of many changes in pub- 
‘ie fancy. The performance last night 


was in most respects similar to the 
Presentations of last season, which will be re- 
membered as meritorious. Herr Niemann was 
undoubtedly the central figure of the evening. 
John of Leyden is a réle which affords abundant 
scope for the display of his dramatic powers, 
and his physical proportions are admirably 
suited to the part. He wasin unusually good 
voice last evening, and at. times surprised the 
audience by the vigor of his upper notes, which 
he sustained with all the determination, if not 
with the grace, of an Italian tenor. Moreover, 
he imparted to his music a fine degree 
of expression and passionate intensity. His 
acting was at all times manly and dignified and 
frequently forceful and picturesque. His entire 
impersonation had the merit of intelligence and 
consistency. Friiulein Marianne Brandt was 
again the Fides. Her interpretation of this part 
is thoroughly familiar to the patrons of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House. Vocally it is suacepti- 
ble of imprevement, for the contralto’s voice 
is not what it was. Nevertheless, she sings with 
fire and dramatic intensity, and occasionally last 
evening her work calied forth enthusiastic ap- 
plause. Frau Biso de Marion was not wholiy 
satisfactory as Bertha. Her voice is consider- 
ably worn, and she frequently forced it dis- 
agreeably.

*“ HASEMANN’S TOECHTER.” 

L’Arrouge’s play, ‘‘Hasemann’s Toechter,” 
Anglicé ** Hasemann’s Daughters,” is one of the 
numerous class of German dramas wherein 
much of the effectiveness depends on a display 
of parental feeling. Hasemann himself is an in- 
dulgent, rather hen-pecked, and particularly 
easy-going father. His wife, who rules the 
household, is inclined to be worldly-minded, 
and is solicitous about having the three 
daughters of the family make good matches. 
One of the daughters marries a peppery but 
good-hearted fellow who loves her. The second 


daughter is deatined by the mother to marry a 
Baron, but, out of pique, becomes the wife of a 
manufacturer. Beguiled by her mother’s coun- 
sels, she treats her husband with neglect, and 
he, misled by suspicious circumstances, is pos- 
sessed of the idea that she loves the Baron. 
There is imminent danger of a separation pve- 
tween husband and wife, when old Hasemann 
himeelf, taking the direction of affairs in his 
own hands on learning that his daughter really 
loves her husband, suceeeds in bringing the 
couple together once more, In this undertaking 
he is assisted by a rather weak-minded, 
but exceedingly warm-hearted, yourg apothe- 
cary, who also loved the daughter, but who was 
not permitted to declare his passion ia time. In- 
cidental to this story isatunny adventure of 
Hasemann, who makes most elaborate prepara- 
tions for going on a railway journsy, and who 
succeeds only in seeing the train depart without 
him. The play was presented at the Thalia 
Theatre with Mr. August Junkermann as Hase- 
mann. This noted actor, whose clever work 
has been heretofore commended, acquitted him- 
self well He onee more showed his

PLAYING AT CROSS PURPOSES. 


THE TARIFF ASSOCIATION AND THE 
INSURANCE BROKERS. 

The Tariff Association and the insurance 
brokers are at odds. They have been so for 
some time, and although streng efforts have 
been made to effect a compromise they are still 
playing at cross purposes. The association re- 
cently sent a communication to the Brokers’ 
Board proposing a plan of agreement. This 
was in substance that the conditions of member- 
ship to the Brokers’ Board be so modified that 


any broker of good standingand character could 
join without begging stock in the alhance; that 
the brokers assent to an arrangement by which 
the members of the association who do a broker- 
age business may receive the same preferential 
rate as that allowed the members of the Brokers’ 
Board, and that the brokers agree not to takea 
larger rate } 
companies than is agreed upon to be 
taken from tariff companies. The brokers 
declined to accept these propositions. It 
was suggested that as only 90 of the 155 com- 
panies doing business in New-York are members 
of the association, the outside competition of 
the other 65 eompanies is too great to make de- 
sirable such an agreement as is asked for. The 
Tariff Association met at the office of the Board 
of Fire Underwriters last Tuesday to censider 
this reply from the brokers, but after a great 
deal of discussion it was referred back to the 
committee having it in charge for farther delib- 
eration. 

In speaking of the negotiations last evening a 
leading member of the Brokers’ Board said: 
“Business in fire insurance in this city isina 
very demoralized condition at present, rates 
being reduced and commissions increasing. In- 
surance companies are accordingly in favor of a 
reform on behalf of their stockholders as well as 
the public. Fully seven-eighths of the in- 
surance business of this city is con- 
trolled by the brokers, and the bulk of that 
passes through the bands of the leading mem- 
bers of the Board of Underwriters. Co-opera- 
tion, therefore, is necessary to effect a reform. 
Hitherto the insurance companies represented 
in the Board of Underwriters have legislated 
without considering the brokers, and gen- 
erally to their disadvantage. Now the time 
has come when the brokers can be ig- 
nored no longer. The negotiations which have 
been pending on this question for a number of 
weeks are by no means inimical to public inter- 
ests, but simply provide for a protection of in- 
surance interests against themselves, and to 
bring about an improved condition of affairs.’

A STOCK BROKER FAILS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—R. H. C. Hill, a 
atock broker at 303 Walnut-street, announced 
his inability to meet hie obligations to-day. The 
firm was formerly Hill & Kennedy. About 
13,000 shares of stock were bought in under the 
rule for Mr. Hill’s account. Of this 9,000 shares 
consisted of Reading and the balance of Penn- 


sylvania, Northern Pacific, preferred and com- 
mon, and St. Paul. The failure caused some 
ere but the market was not affected. Mr. 
Hill has been engaged in the stock brokerage 
business for some years, and is weil knowa in 
financial circles. He has been a pronounced 
bear and made censiderable money, but when 
the tide turned a few weeks ago he was atill 
short of a large amount of stock and, 
failed to cover. It was announced this 
morning that Mr. Hill had sold his 
seat in the New-York Stock Exehange,. 
aud his failure was, therefore, a surprise. 
Mr. Hill declined to make any statement. Mr. 
Hill was one of the heaviest operators on the 
Philadelphia Stock Exehange. He was very 


popular and has the sympathy of every member . 


of the board. The firm of Hill & Kennedy, of 
which Mr. Hill was the senior member, was or- 
ganized in 1881, and had a capital of about 
$150,060, The firm was dissolved last April 
and the business was continued by Mr. Hill. A 
prominent momber ef the beard said this after- 
noon: ‘* The failure was a squre one, and every- 
body believes in Mr. Hill. He was effered 
$25,900 by a personal friend this morning and 
could have tided over this trouble, but as the 
market was going against him he preferred to 

uit. Idonot think that his contracts in the 

xchange will amouat to over $20,000. All his 
stocks, with a few a were ‘ marked up’ 
last night to the market prices. so that his 
losses will amount only to the difference between 
these prices and the prices at which the stocks 
wers bought in under the rule to-day.”

| JOHN BULL PUNOTURED. 


MAX O’RELL POINTS OUT SOMR OF HIS 
PECULIARITIES. 

Max O’Rell, the author of “ John Bull and 
His Island” and other books of a similar 
character, gave his first lecture in America at 
the Association Hall, in Brooklyn, last evening. 
Mr. O’Rell’s business title is M. Paul Bloiiet. As 
he appeared on the rostrum. last evening he 
was above the medium height and comforta- 
bly stout, being a well-formed man of 
apparently 40 years. His vroad forehead 
has begun to grow backward, and his 
short brown hair needs a little replanting 
along the parietal suture. He wore an immacu- 
late shirt front, a stylish gold stud, and a dainty 
white necktie, which was crossed by two black 
threads attached to adouble eyeglass, which 
had a good riding seat on the bridge of a Napo- 
eonic nose. His feet were in cased in patent leath- 
ers, and were philosophically large. The verdict 


of the ladies was that Mr. O’Rell was fine look- 
ing. | and after he began to talk they were sure 
0 

Mr. O’Rell’s delivery 1s peculiar. 
dry and slightly rasping, the rasp making ver 
effective his pungent sarcasms. e handles it 
excellently at times, using a drawl in humorous 
passages and, at others, speaking with sharp, 
terse effect. He has as pronounced French ac- 
cent, but composes his English faultlessly. His 
delivery is very easy and unconventional. He 
puts one hand in his pocket when so inclined 
and follows it with the other when he feels like 
it. In deliberate passages he fixes his eyes on 
his finger nails, looks at his handkerchief, which 
is usually in oue hand or the other, and is per- 
fectly at home at all times in his discourse. 

Mr. O’Rell is worth going to hear. He is not 
deep, but he is witty. His pungency is at times 
refreshing. His lecture is like his books. His 
talent is not the formulation of new ideas, but 


His voice is 


the formulation of old ones in a novel and amue- | 


ing way. His arraignment of John Bull is 
honest and just, but none the less sharp. 
He has a Frenshman’s talent for punctur- 
ing his national enemy with a compli- 
ment. He said many things which made 
the audience laugh which would 
be funny in print, because his manner 
and his face as he said them were a part of the 
fun. His lecture was “John Bull and Jaeques 
Bonhomme,” and it consisted of a comparison 
between the typical Frenchman and the typical 
Englishman. He compared the two types 
socially, industrially, and politically, dwelling 
mostly upon the foreign misconception of the 
French peeple and, naturally upon their national 
pre eae Among his observations were the 
following: 


“The two words ‘pauperism’ and ‘ work- 
house’ are unknown in the French language.” 

“Glory and conquest Jacques has had enough 
of. Itis peace, peace that he now calls for at 
the top of his voice.” 

“It takes a French peasant five minutes to 
open his purse.” 

“The wife of Jacques is the fortune of France, 
Hardworking, always busy, she is the personifi- 
cation of the idea of industry.” 

“The proudest jewel in the crown of John 
Bull 1s the Indian Empire, an empire of two 
hundred ana forty millions of people governed 
by Princes arrayed in gold and precious stones 
who black his boots and are happy.” 

“* What shall it profit a man if he gain the 
whole earth and lose his own soul? John Bull 
has thought of that, and has consequently made 


of heaven an incontestably British possession. | 


His favorite hymn runs: 


‘Oh, Paradise? oh, Paradise! 
I dearly long to see.’ 


*T doubt that longing, however. 


* To see and know the special place 
My Lord prepares for me.’

The trade has not suffered to any 
considerable extent by reason of losses, and @ 
large saving has been made by reason of ‘the in- 
quiry system in force. The tariff laws on for- 
eign tobacco remain in the same muddied 
state of inequitability and uncertain chaos 
as they were last year, and it seems 
as if no substantial relief can be obtained 
from Congress until the people, by an irresiati- 
ble demonstration of their will, secure the just 
revision ‘of the tariff laws. The relations be- 
tween the manufacturers and the workman is of 
a harmonious and friendly nature. The com- 
mittee regard the most important action to ba 
taken to refer to the internal tax on cigars, ahd 
say that the expression should be definite and 
certain. A just revision of the tariff laws was 
advocated and attention was directed to the ques- 
tion of trade marks.

IO GIVE WAY TO TIN. 


THE MARBLE ROOF OF GIRARD COk 
LEGE TO BE REPLACED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—The Board of 
City Trusts yesterday signed a contract by 
which the famous marble roof of Girard College 
will be replaced by an unsightly structure of 
tin. The cost of the work will be $9,000. That 
of replacing the marble would be $20,000, 
The defect in the roof was discovered 
about six weeks ago, when water wad 
found leaking into ths building. An ex- 
amination of the marble revealed the fact that 
the surface was rapidly turning into lime. The 
Board of City Trusts met, and upon discussion of 
the matter made up their minds that the prac: 
tical decomposition of the roof was due to the 
action upon it of an atmosphere re gery 
with anthracite coal smoke. The roof stood 
41 years, and they concluded that $20,000 would 
be too much to invest in another structure of 
the same prospective life. 

Thomas M. Walter, the architect of the build. 
ing, died at an advanced age two weeks ago, 
The college was the pride of hia life, although he 
had designed the extension of the National Cap- 
itol and many other famous buildings. He wag 
therefore kept in ignorance of the mishap, which 
was partly due tothe use of the roof against 
his wishes as an observatory for visitors.

ATHLETE CARTER AN AMATEOR. 

The Executive Committee of the Nationa, 
Athletic Association met last night at the 
Grand Union Hotel to take action upon the re 
port of the sub-committee appointed to investi- 
gate the charge of prefessionalism preferred 
against E. C. Carter, of the New-York Athletic 
Club.

YHE GRANPDAUGHTER OF THE HISTOR- 

IAN MARRIES EX-GOV. CARROLL’S 

SON—THE VOTE OF VIRGINIA, 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 16.—“ Society” heard 
with amazement this morning that Miss &us- 
anna Bancroft, grandaughter of the Hon. George 
Bancroft, was yesterday united in marriage 
with Mr. Charles Carroll. son of Gov.

‘came an inmate of her grandfather's house. Shei 
described by ladies of her acquaintance as being 
‘certainly not more than 30, witha bright but 
mot handsoma countenance. She is a pronounced 
brunette with anapping biack eyes and some- 


‘times has a brilliancy of complexion that goes 
‘well with acrisp French aecent of recently ac- 
quired neglisb. og = omg society keenly and 
sometimes paying little regard to American 
eonventionalities, she has, during a three years’ 
residence at the capital, been seen and heard of a 
good deal and has sometimes been criticised by 
‘envious or common-place persons who thovght 
that she should study to adhere more carefully 
to domestic social usages. Last Fall or Winter, 
there were bits of social gossip that conveyed 
the intimation that Miss Bancroft would, 
before long, be wedded to a foreigner of 
distinction.

ITALY SURE OF PEACE. 


KING HUMBERT’S SPEECH ON THE OPEN- 
ING OF PARLIAMENT. 

Rog, Nov. 16.—Parliament was opened 
to-day. King Humbert, in his speech from the 
throne, said: *‘ Parliament can without anxiety 
carefully and promptly attend to internal affairs. 
Bills will be submitted to reorganize the Minis- 
terial departments, to reform communal and 
provincial administrations, to establish a uni- 
form Penal Code, to bring about a radical reform 
of the prison system, to establish a single court 
of cassation, te improve the education of the 


youth, to establish a sanitury code, to regulate 
and repress excessive emigration, to encourages 
thrift among the working populace, and to pre- 
mote credit by the reorganization of banks of 
issue, by which fiduciary circulation may antici- 
pate the fortune of the future without present 
danger. If, as there 1s full reason to hope, peace 
is maintained, no estimate for extra military ex- 
penditures will appear in the next budget, and 
then the Government will be able to place the 
finances on a firm basis.” He praised the army 
and navy, which, be said, thanks to assiduous 
care, were growing stronger and stronger. They 
symbolized Italy’s unity and were the hope of 
Italy’s victorious destinies. The King continued: 
‘“*My heart rejoices that Italy, so strong through 
her arms and sure of her alliances, is friend- 
ly withall nations. She continues her forward 
march in the family of great powers, and finds 
herself side by side with the leading States. She 
does not fear retrogression. All my efforts aim 
at the preservation of peace. The other great 
powers have the same object in view. In 
Africa, where the Italian soldier even when 
falling fighting proved his virtues, we aim at 
peace corresponding with our rights. Italy 
must not only be an element of peace; she must 
also be an element of civilization and justice. 
These are the principles by which Italy rose, and 
they indicate her mission. Itis only by being 
faithful to the principles to which the nation 
owes its life and my house its glory, by remain- 
ing united in the path of liberty, that we can 
unfailingly obtain the sympathy of nations, 
fortunes, and rewards.” The speech was greet- 
ed with warm applause. 


THE CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


M. WILSON’S DENIALS—GRAVE TROUBLE 
APPREHENDED. 

Parts, Nov. 16.—M. Wilson appeared be- 
fore the examining magistrate to-day. He in- 
‘Sisted that the letters produced at the Caffarel 
trial, and which it wae claimed were antedated, 
were actually written in 1884. An expert was 
called, who declared that the letters were written 
recently. The manufacturer of the paper on 
which the letters were written swore that the 
paper was not woven until 1885. The magis- 


trate has summoned M. Wilson's secretary, who 
wrote the disputed letters. The situation is 
eonfused and disquieting. 

M. Gragnon, Prefect of Police, was examined 
by the scandal commission to-day. He denied 
that he had allowed any one to have access to 
M. Wilson’s letters while they were locked up at 
the Prefecture of Police. He was unable to ac- 
count for the alterations. To-morrow the com- 
mission will examine Premier Rouvier, Minister 
Falliéres, and M. Wilson. :

HENRY ORAWFORD *MULOZED. 


A RAILROAD CASE DECIDED AGAINST 
HIM IN CHICAGO. 

Curcaco, Nov, 16.—Henry Crawford, the 
well-known railroad attorney, who bas figured 
in the Wabash litigation has, it appears, beon 
dabbling in railroads on his own account rather 
disastrously, and to-day he was defendant in a 
suit, in which the decision rendered against him 
will apparently cost him about $35,000. The 
bill alleged that two or three years aco 
Crawford made a contract to build the Chi- 
cago and Great Southern Railroad, and that 


he did partially build it, ard received $1,200,- 
000in stock and an equal amount in bonds of 
the company, representing the entire property 
of the company. Hethen sold the property to H. 
H. Porter, representinga syndicate, who agreed 
to pay $500,000 therefor. About $400,0000f this 
amount was to be paid to Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
for moneys advanced, and Porter was to hold the 
remaining $100,000 to meet any claima that 
might be proved up against the road. The mort- 
gage on the road was then foreclosed/ and the 
road bought in by Porter. No claims were 
proved up against it, and the Smith Bridge Com- 
pany, which had built two bridges over the Wa- 
bash for the railroad while it was in Crawford’s 
hands, recently filed a bill to reach the $100,000 
in Porter’s possession belonging to Crawford. 

A demurrer was filed to the bill, and the Judge 
held to-day that while it had been decided by 
the Feaeral court in Indianapolis, in the fore- 
olosnre suit, thatthe lien of the mortgage rep- 
resenting the bonds held by Porter in good faith 
and for value, was superior to the lien of 
the Smith Bridge Company as between Craw- 
ford aud the Bridge Company, the latter had 
a prior equity. This equity was in tno nature of 
an implied trust in favor of the Bridge Company 
as between it and Crawford. Crawford having 
sold the bonds—whieh were a‘first lien on the 
property, and the effect of which was 
to cnt out the ifen of the bridge com- 
pany as against Poeter, the purchaser of 
the bonds—that act constituted Crawford a 
‘Lrustec ex maleficio, and the surplus in Porter's 
hands coming to Crawford, and being the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the property which included 
the bridge, the bridge company might intercept 
such funds in Porter’s hands before they were 
turned over to Crawford and apply them te pay- 


ment of its claims. The demurrer was therefore 
overruled. 


OBITUARY. 


GEN. LE FLO. 

A Paris dispatch announces the death 
yesterday of Gen. Adolph Emmanuel Charles Le 
Flo, one of the oldest veterans of the French 
Army, in the eighty-fourth year of his age. Gen. 
Le Flo was born in Lesneven Nov. 2, 1804, en- 
tered the military achooi of St. Cyr, and in 1831 
was sent to Africa with a commission as Lieu- 


tenaat. He waspromoted by regular stages 
until 1848; when he attained the rank of Brig- 
adier-General, and then bean to take an in- 
terest in nationa! polities. Elected a Deputy 
from Finistere in this year, he was unable to 
take his seat in the Assembly at once, 
being selected to fulfill a diplomatic 
miesion at St. Petersburg. In 1849, 
however, he began active work in the Assembly, 
joining the ranks of the Right, and supporting 
the policy of Louis Napoleon. He was re-elect- 
ed, and took his place with the majority in hos- 
tility te the republic until the break between 
the party of the Right and the Executive, when 
he joined the opposition to the policy of Napo- 
leon, and proved one of the most aye gag op- 
ponents of the ruling power in the Elysée. Asa 
result, on the morning after the coup d’état of 
Dec. 2, 1851, Gen. Le Flo was arrested, and in 
January, 1852, he was exiled from France. He 
was absent from his eountry seven years, spend- 
ing the time of his exile in Belgium and Jersey, 
and returning in 1859. 

From this time until the Franco-Prussian war 
Gen. Le Filo ~~ from the history of 
France. Butat the news of the first defeat of 
the French Army in 1870 he volunteered his 
services to Napoleon, but wus repulsed. The 
old patriot remained in retirement until the 
revolution of Sept. 4, whieh dethroned the Em- 
peror, when by a decree of the Government of 
the National Defense he was made Minister of 
War, and a few days after was restorad to the 
army With the rank of General of Division, the 
commission to date from Dec. 2, 1851, the day 
of bis disgrace at the hands of the empire. 
In the elections of 1871 Gen. Le Flo was 
returned to the National Assembly, and M. 
Thiers chose him for Minister of War in his 
Cabinet, a position in which he was succeeded by 
Gen. de Cissey. He was then made Ambassador 
to Russia, and negotiated a treaty of commerce 
and navigation between that country and 
France. He was afterward offered a nomination 
tor Life Senator, but declined on account of his 
age. He remained as Ambassador to 8t. Peters- 
burg until 1879, when he was succeeded by Gen. 
Chauzy. Gen. Le Flo was made Commander of 
the Legion of Honer in 1848 and premoted to 
be Grand Officer in 1877.

SHRIEVER, La., Nov. 16.—The strike in 
this parish was declared off by the Executive ° 
Committee of the Knights of Labor on Saturday 
last and the laborers were advised te return to 
werk at the original rate of wages. This injunc- 
tion was obeyed by the greater number of those 
who had held out up to that aate, and Monday 
morning witnessed the general resumption 


of work throughout the parish The 
evicted laborers returned to their homes,

— was solved. Tuesday, however, 
/brought rumors of a renewal of the strike, 
which were confirmed to-day by the information 
that the laborers on eight plantations had quit 
work and repeated their demands for increased 
wages.

not leas to the laborer than to the planter. 
The relations of mutual confidence that have 
hitherto existed between employer and employe 
will naturally become strained, and the planter 
will be compelled to rely on other than the home 
laborer to harvest his crop. The laborers on 
the plantations are not se much to blame for the 
situation as a few unscrupulous leaders and 
politicians, who care nothing for the negro’s 
welfare so long as they can use him to serve 
their own selfish ends. It is eminently desirable

The corridors of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel 
was crowded all day yesterday with baseball 
players and managers, anxious to learn the re- 
sult of the League meeting which was being held 
in Parlor F. It was expected that the Directors

CHARCOAL IRON WORKERS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 16.—The mem- 
bers of the United States Association of Char- 
coal Iron Workers spent most of the day in visit- 
ing local manufacturing establishments, and 
late in the afternoon called at Belle Meade farm, 
where they were well entertained.

Mr. Bonner’s career has been singularly suc- 
cessful. He was born near Londonderry, in Ire- 


land, on April 28, 1824, and came to this coun- 
try a few years later. In 1839 he began his 
experience of the joys of aiding in the moving 
of a great moral engine, and became an appren- 
tice in the composing room of the Hartford 
Courant There he remained for five years, not 
only learning his trade, but also doing a good 
deal more of outside study than the aver- 
age youth would care to undertake. John 
L. Boswell was the editor and proprietor of 
the Courant, and although it was nota big pa- 
per according to modern standards—Mr. Bonner 
says he is sure its daily edition did not vary one 
quire from 500 sheets while he was with it—it 
was big enough to have a New-York corre- 
spondent, and when Mr. Bonner came to this city 
in 1844, he undertook the task of furnishing it 
with news from the metropolis. On coming 
here he wrote letters to other out-of-town 
papers, besides doing full work on the Evening 
Mirror. He was at first assistant formanin its 
composing room, and afterward acted as its 
proof.reader. 

In 1851 Mr. Bonner made a bold step. He had 
accumulated some money, and he bought the 
Merchants’ Ledger, a financial weekly paper, 
much on the plan of the old Journal of Com- 
merce, Just what the paper cost, Mr. Bonner 
says he does not remember, for a number of 
contracts were to be carried out, but at all 
events. it did not reach a very high,figure. But 
the new proprietor was not anxious to conduct 
a financial and commercial journal. He wanted 
to have a family paper, and he gradually intro- 
duced features which were more appreciated 
than market reports in the average home. Yetit 
was not until 1855 that the character of the paper 
underwenta radical change. Then Mr. Bonner 
dropped the ‘‘ Merchants” from the title, substi- 
tuted “New-York” and made his journal what 
it has been ever since, the New-York Ledger. 
About the same time he engaged Fanny Fern, 
then the most popular of authors here, to write 
for him thef famous “ One-hundred-dollar-a- 
column story.” “ That,’ said Mr. Bonner as he 
talked, over the youthful days of the Ledger last 
night, “ was a great hit-—the first of its kind ever 
made here.” 

Then in 1854 and 1855 the work of transform- 
ing the paper was continued. Asit took on its 
new character many additions to its list of 
contributors were made. Sylvanns Cobb, Mrs. 
Southworth, and Emerson Bennett were among 
the new people. They were all popular writers, 
and the Ledger throve apace. Mrs. Southworth 
wrote her “Island Prineess,” and Mr. Bonner 
made up his mind that it would strike the 

opular fancy. “I spent,” he says, ‘$25,000 
n advertising it. It pays to advertise when 
you've gota good thing and want the people to 
know it.” 

But the Ledger scored a still greater hit three 
years later. Mr. Bonner entered into corre- 
spondence with Edward Everett, who was great- 
ly interested in the work of the Mount Vernon 
Association, and as a result the ‘treasury of the 
association was enriched by $10,000 from the 
journalist, while in return the pence of the 
Ledger were brightened by a weekly article from 
Everett for a year. These “ Mount Vernon 
Papers” were widely read. They made the 
greatest card, in Mr. Bonner’s judgment, that 
the Ledger or any other paper ever had. 

“Then William Cullen Bryant’s pen was called 
into the paper’s service,” said Mr. Bonner, “‘and 
the Ledger printed his translations and poems. 
Henry Ward Beecher wrote for us each week. 
He produced ‘ Norwood’ in 1867. For that work 
I paid him $30,000. Charles Dickens. wrote 
‘Hunted Down’ for us. It ran through three 
numbers of the paper, and was the only thing he 
ever wrote for an American publication. An- 
other thing out of the usual run was a series of 
12 letters of adviee to the young by the Presi- 
dents of the 12 leading colleges, with Harvard, 
Yale, and Princeton at the head of the list. Be- 
sides, I had another series of 12 articles, con- 
tributed by a dozen United States Senators, on 
miseellaneous subjects. 

“ The poet Saxe wrote exclusively for me dur- 
ing the last 15 or 18 years of his life. Tennyson 
wrote @ poem for me, not a very long one, but 
he was paid $5,000 for it. For one by Longfel- 
low I paid $3,000. Bancroft wrote many arti- 
cles, ately there have been weekly articles by 
Dr. Hall and others. 

‘Although the paper took the family as its 
field in the years just before the Civil War, it 
never touched political questions. There were 
certain things that could not appear in it. If 
my reader came to the word ‘libertine’ in a 
story it had to goout. So it was with politics, 
We did not print ‘Abolitionist’ or ‘ Democrat’ 
The paper was meant for the family, and it was 
neither sectarian nor political.” 

Mr. Bonner will still have a supervising inter- 
eat in his paper, when it may be called for. But 
the management will be carried on by his three 
sons, Andrew Allen, Robert Edwin, and Fred- 
erick Bonner on the lines he has laid down. 

Outside of his newspaper Mr. Bonner is best 
known as an owner and lover of fine horseflesh. 
He became interested m it rather late in life, 
when for once, at least, he found his doctor’s 
prescription a pleasant one. Thirty years ago 
he found himselfsuffering from overwork and his 
physician advised him to try driving, and this 
advice was cheerfully followed. Mr. Bonnersoon 
discovered, however, that to have real enjoy- 
ment on the road he must have fleet animals, for 
he had to travel in distinguished company, which 
included Col. John Harper, senior member of 
Harper Brothers; Commodore Vanderbilt, and 
many others, who found nothing so unpleasant 
as the dust raised by another man’s trotters. 
Mr. Benner looked about him for swift roadsters 
and found them through a gentleman who was 
afterward Governor of Massachusetts, al- 
though he was then merely Mayor 
Rice. of Boston. Mr. Rice brought 
news of a certain pair of horses whose 

‘renown was spread throughout the East, having 
taken first premium at the New-England Fair, 
They were owned by Capt. Robbins, but he was 


| induced to dispose of them. Through Major 


Rice Mr. Bonner bought them, and after that, 
although he says they would not be rated flyers 
nowadays, he found himself able to hold his own 
on the road. Oncein the field, he bought Lan- 
tern and mate, Peerless, Lady Palmer, Flatbush 
Maid, Pocahontas, Dexter, Edward Everets, 
Startle, Joe Elliott, Grafton, and others, until he 
had so many horses that he was able, in March, 
1877, to get out an imposing catalogue. After 
that he added many flyers to his list, among them 
Rarus, record 2:13, trial 2:1142; Edwin For- 
rest, 2:18, trial 2:11%; Pickard, 2:18%4; Ruse- 
sella, a sister of Maud 8.; Nutbourne, out of the 
same dam; Day Break, out of the dam of Jay- 
Eye-See, and, greatest of All, Maud 8&.. the pos- 
sesser of the 2:08% record. khe got that, how- 


-ever, after Mr. Bonner had bonght her of William 


H. Vanderbilt on Aug. 19, 1884, and after, on 
Nov. 1l, inthe same year, she had made the 
mile at Lexington tn 2:0944. Her great record 
was nado at Cleveland July 30, 1885. Mr. Bon- 
ner’s last catalogue is a list of 61 fine horses, 
and it shows that he has lost none of his interest 
in the joys of the road and of his stables here 
aud on his farm near Tarrytown. 

Outside of his business connections Mr. Bon- 
ner has had a wide influence. He has done 
much for benevolent objects and has made him- 


self in every way one of New- York’s best-known 
residents.

ALBANY COUNTY FRAUDS 


ANOTHER INJUNCTION SPOILS 
1HE DEMOORATIO GAME. 
‘HE REPUBLICANS SERVE THE PAPERS 
OVER A GLASS PARTITION— THE 
WHOLE CASE GOING TO THE COURTS. 


ALBANY, Nov, 16.—The Albany County 
Board of Marionettes, known to the law as the 
Board of Supervisors and just at this season of 
the year as the Board of Election Canvassers, 
are havinga hard time of it. The 16 Democratic 
members have not ret been able to convince their 
15 Republican associates that Norton Chase, and 
not Henry Russell, the Republican nominee for 
State Senator, is entitled to the certificate vf 
election. Neither have they been able to deliver 
the certificate to Mr. Chase. An injunction 
was served upon the board last night restraining 
them from canvassing any figures for Senator 
except those contained in the returns on file in 
the County Clerk’s office. That was removed 
this morning by the same Judge who granted it. 
To-night another injunction was served upon 
the marionettes just as they were fairly putin 
motion, the purpose of their movements being 
to declare the Democratic nominee for Senator 
the choice of the dear people in tue recent elec- 
tion. 

The day’s proceedings are calculated to con- 
firm the belief that two wrongs do not make a 
right. Instead of attention being centred 
upon the scandalous use of money in 
carrying & Senatorial district it is 
now diverted to a scandalous attempt 
to destroy the intent of the election laws, which 
at beat are enforced only too loosely in this city 
and county, and to establish a most vicious 
precedent. Some persons call this fraud and an 
exhibition of partisan politics to which Albany 
ig no stranger. 

The sub-committee of five spent the day in an 
upper chamber ‘revising’ the returns. This 
evening it was prepared to report, and wires 
were prowptly laid connecting the full Board of 
Marionettes, who were assembled in the County 
Clerk's office, with the Democratic and Repub- 
ican managers. The former occupied Mayor 
Yhacher’s office on the same floor, The latter 
congregated in County Treasurer Battersby’s 
office across the hall. Two Democraticdetectives 
were On guliard at the dvor of the County 
Clerk’s office. It might be considered out 
of place just at this period to revive 
the inguiry, ‘Do detectives detect ?” 
They were there, however, prepared to 
detect any outsider with an order of court in his 
pocket.

In 
the excitement of the next few minutes it 
Was overlooked altogether, and Albert W. Minor 
can now boast of being the only man who ever 
addressed the Albany board with his hat on and 
lived to tell the tale. Chairman Lawlor 
pulled the report of the sub-commuitee from 
his pocket. At the same moment the stranger 
hanging over the partition showed signs of in- 
tense life. He also pulled a paper, or rather a 
wad of papers, from his pocket and began to 
yell vigorously. The marionettes begun to 
move their legs, their arms, their feet, their 
mouths. It was as if they bad suddenly 
been stimulated by a galvanic battery. The 
Chairman pounded his desk with the gavel. Tha 
two detectives shared in the general convulsion. 
One of them started in the direction of the dis- 
turber.

Another’ wire 
wus touched, this time in the Mayor's 
office.

The 
next instant a Democratic Supervisor moved a 
recess for 10 minutes. Judge Countryman, tine 
counsel for Mr. Chase, was in the Mayor’s eftice 
poring over aduplicate of the paper which had 
just been served upon the board. He seemed 
to think that 10 minutes would be ample in 
which to collect his thoughts and formulate a 
piece of the legal advice for which he has be- 
eome famous. He dropped his spectacles 
jrom his nose after reading the papers 
and muttered *“‘Humph,” What his advice 
was cao only be conjectured, for in less than 
three minutes the board was once more in ses- 
sion and was listening to a motion from a Dem- 
ocratic member to take a recess till to-morrow 
night.

Russell, and that 
the former is entitled to a majority of 82 in 
the entire Senatorial district, They base 
this finding, it) appears, upon the argn- 
ments presented in the set of returns 
prepared by the inspectors of election for 
tranmission to the Supervisor of the town ef 
Waterviiet, which shows 237 votes for Russell 
and 231 for Chase. Itis this supervision of re- 
turns whichis open to the suspicion of having 
been “cocked” since the day of election. Its 
figures differ from those of the set furnished the 
Town Clerk and the County Clerk, and the two 
latter are identieal. 

It seems that the inspectors of the Eleventh 
Watervliet District grew weary after making 
out and signing the sets for the town and the 
County Clerk upon the night of election, and 
neglected to prepare the set for the 
Supervisor. Upon the strength of the 
confession of Federal Supervisor Peter 
Leary, Jr., that he was a scoundrel and had 
changed 45 ballota trom Chase’s heap to Rus- 
sell’s beap, having been promised a sum of 
money by Kussell’s friends, the two Democratic 
Inspectors of election wade up the set of retusns 
for the Supervisor, apd on Monday last, 
a week after the election, submitted the 
results of their labors to the Republican 
Taspector, with the request that he aad 
his signature to it along with theirs. He 
naturally declined to participate in so palpable 
a fraud, but promptly proceeded to lay the mat- 
ter before the Republican managers. It is this 
Supervisor’s return, prepared under such cir- 
cumstances,. that the Democrats locked 
up yesterday with a view to canvass- 
ing it in due season. It is this re 
turn which the Republicans object to 
having canvassed, hoiding that the County 
Clerk’s return is the one which must be recog- 
nized. It is a well-remembered fact that the 
xaturns of the County Clerks of the State and not 
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those of the town clerks or town Supervisors 
were the ones which the Democrats relied upon 
to elect their President. ; i 

The order to show cause and the injunction 
granted by Judge Parker last night were vacat- 
ed by him after hearing, this morning, the 
argument by Counselor Countryman to the 
effect that no act having yet been performed by 
the canvassers contrary to law, the Court could 
not interfere. 

The Grand Jury has taken cognizance of the 
acts of the Inspectors and of Federal Super- 
visor Leary. After listening to the latcer’s con- 
fession the jury, with a single exception, it 
is reported, declared that he ought to be 
indicted for perjury by the Federal anu- 
thorities. The fellow is still at liberty, 
thougn rumors are afloat that his arrest 
and that of several other inspectors and 
partisans will be an early incident in the history 
of this remarkable case. An example is sadly 
needed to restrain the zeal of the politicians 
hereabouts in cheating the ballot box.

SHOT DEAD IN HIS TRACKS. 


FATAL END OF AN ASSAULT ON A 
NEWSPAPER MAN. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 16.—One of the 
most sensational tragedies that has occurred in 
Lexington for many years took place in front of 
the Phenix Hotel at 11:40 o’clock this morning, 
in which Lew D. Baldwin, of Nicholasvi'le, 
Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Eighth District of Kentucky, was killed, Thomas 
M. Green, of Maysville, staff correspondent of 
the Cincinnati (Commercial Gazetle, wa3 scriously 
injured, and William H. Polk, editor of the Lex- 
ington Drummer, was shot through the hand. 
Some time ago Green published in bis paper an 
account of the election frauds in Jessamine 
County, in which he severely criticised Baidwin 
for the part he had taken in the frauds. Bald- 
win not long since pubiished a card devouncing 
Green and challenging Green to meet him. 
Cincinnati was set as the place of meeting, but 
the two never met there. 

To-day Green was bere attending the unveil- 
ing of the Breckinridge statue, and when com- 
ingout of the Phenix Hotel, a few minutes 
before the tragedy, was met by Baldwin, to 
whom he wasunknown. Baldwin hela out his 
hand. which was taken by Green, who asked him 
his name, He replied, *‘Baldwin;”’ but Green, 
being very deaf, did not hear him. and again 
asked him his name. Baldwin auswered,in a 
loud voice: ** Baldwin; and you are «# liar and 
scoundrel.” Green replied: ‘Iam here on im- 
portant business, but will meet you at any hour 
this evening you name, at my hotel.” Baldwin 
again called him a liar and a scoundrel, advanc- 
ing and drawing his pistol. The two clinched. 
When W. H. Polk attempted to prevent the diffi- 
culty Baldwin, jerking away, struck Green on 
the head with his weapon. 

About this time Green drew his pistol and 
Baldwin fired, the ball going through Polk’s 
right hand, but missing Green. The latter then 
began firing, and Baldwin feil at the first shot. 
He turned over toward Green and fired again, 
when he fell back and died in a few minutes. 
After the shooting Green ran into the hotel and 
went to his room, where it was found that one 
ball bad struck a rib in the right side, the wound 
not being dangerous. He also received a severe 
blow from Baldwin's pistol over the left eye 
which produced an ugiy gash. 

Baldwin's remains were sent home at 7 o’clock 
to-night. The funeral will take place to-mor- 
row. He leaves a widow and six children. Mr. 
Green is pow lyingin his room, and although 
suffering some pain is resting comfortably. 
Baldwin’s wounds consisted of a shot in the 
region of the heart, cutting the aorta, and onein 
the left shoulder. The prominence of the two 
men has caused the affairto produce the most 
intense excitement.

THE PIONEER OF PROGRESS 


ME. CURTIS ON THE ENGLISH- 
SPEAKING KAOK. 
‘£0 IT IS COMMITTED THE DEFENSE AND 
THE ILLUSTRATION OF CONSTITU- 
TIONAL LIBERTY. 


In response to the teast, “The English- 
Speaking Race,” Mr. George William Curtis 
spoke as follows atthe Chamber of Commerce 
dinner on Tuesday evening: 

“‘Irise with some trepidation to respond to 
this toast, because we have been assured upon 
high authority, although after what we have 
heard this evening we cannot believe it, that the 
English-speaking race speaks altogether too 
much. Our eloquent Minister in England re- 
cently congratulated the Mechanics’ Institute at 
Nottingham that it had abolished its debating 
club, and said that he gladly anticipated the 
establishment in all great institutions of educa- 
tion of a Professorship of Silence. I confess 
that the proposal never seemed to me so timely 
and wise as at this moment. If I had only taken 
a high degree in silence, Mr. Chairman, how 
cordially you would congratulate me and this 
cheerful company! When Mr. Phelps pro- 
ceeded to say that Americans are not allowed to 
talk all the time, and that our orators are turned 
loose upon the public only oncein four years, I 
was lostin admiration of the boundless sweep 
of his imagination. But when he said that the 
result of this quadrennial outburst was to make 


the country grateful that it did not come oftener, 
I saw that his case required heroic treatment, 
and must be turned over to Dr. Depew. I 
am sure, at least, that when our dls- 
tinguished friends from England returned to 
their native land they will hasten to beseech 
his Excellency to tell them where the Americans 
are kept who speak only once in four years. 
And if they will but remain through the Winter 
they will discover that if our orators are turned 
loose upen the public only oucein four years 
they are turned loose in private all the rest of 
the time, and if the experience and observation 
of our guests are as fortunate as mine they will 
learn that there are certain orators of both 
branehes of the English-speaking race—not a 
hundred miles from meat this moment—whom 
the public would gladly hear if they were turned 
loose upon it every four hours. Wendell Phillips 
used to say that as soon as the Yankee 
baby could sit up in his cradle he 
called the nursery to order and 
proceeded to address the house. If this Parlia- 
mentary instinct is irrepressible, if all the year 
round we are listening to orations, speeches, 
lectures, sermons, and the incessant, if not 
always soothing, oratory of the press, to which 
his Honor the Mayor 1s understood to be a 
closely attentive listener, we have at least the 
consolation of knowing that the talking coun- 
tries are the free countries and that the Eng- 
lish-speaking races are the invincible legions of 
liberty. 

The sentiment which you have read, Mr. Chair- 
man, describes in a few comprehensive words 
the historic characteristics of the English- 
apeaking race. That it 1s the founder of com- 
monuwealths let the miracle of empire which 
they have wrought upon the Western Continent 
attest. It bas advanced from the seaboard with 
the rifle and the axe, the plough and the shuttle, 
ateapot and the Bible, a rocking chair and a 
spelling book, a bath tub and a free constitu- 
tion, sweeping across the Alleghanies, over- 
spreading the prairies, and pushing on until the 
dash of the Atlantic in their ears dies in the 
murmur of the Pacitic, and as whenever the god- 
dess of the old mythology touched the earth 
fiowers and fruits answered her footfall, soin 
the long trail of this advancing race it has left 
clusters of happy States teeming with a popula- 
tion, man by man, more intelligent and pros- 
perous than ever before the sun shone upon— 
and each remoter camp of that triumphal 
march is but a further outpost of English- 
speaking civilization. Thatit is the pioneer of 
progress is written allover the globe to the ut- 
mostisles of the sea, and upen every page of 
the history of civilard religious and commer- 
cialfreedom. Every factory that hums with 
marvelous machinery, every railway and steam- 
er, every telegraph and telephone, the changed 
systems of agriculture, the endless and universal 
throb and heat of magical invention are in their 
larger part, but the expression of the genius of 
the race that with Watts drew from the airiest 
vepor the mightiest of motive powers; with 
Frauklin leashed the lightning, and with Morse 
outfabled fairy lore. The race that extorted 
from Kings the charter of its political rights has 
won from the Princes and powers of the air, the 
earth, and the water the secret of supreme 
dominion, the illimitable franchise of beneficent 
material progress. That it is the stubborn de- 
fender of liberty let our own annals answer, for 
America sprang from the defenseof English 
liberty in English colonies by men of English 
biood, who still proudly speak the English lan- 
guage, cherish English traditions, and share of 
right, and as their own, the ancient glory of 
England. 

No English-speaking people could, if it would, 
escape its distinctive name, and since Greece and 
Judea no name isimore worthy of honor among 
men. We Americans may flout England a hundred 
times.- We may oppose her opinions with rea- 
son, we may think her views unsound, her pol- 
lcy unwise. But from what country would the 
most American of Americans prefer te have de- 
rived the characteristic impulee of American 
development and civilization rather than Eng- 
land? Whatlanguage would we rather speak 
than the tongue of Shakespeare and Hampden, 
of the Pilgrims, and King James’s version? 
What yachts, as a tribute to ourselves upon 
their own element, would we rather outsail than 
English yachts! In what national life, modes 
of thought, standards and estimates of charac- 
ter and achievement do we find our own 80 per- 
fectly reflected as in the English House of Com- 
mons, in English counting rooms and workshops, 
and in English homes? 

No doubt the original stock has been essentially 
modified in the younger branch. The American, 
as he looks across the sea to what Hawthorne 
happily called *‘ our old home,” and contemplates 
himeelf,is disposed to murmur “Out of the 
eater shall come forth meat and ont of strength 
shall come forth sweetness.” He left England 
a Puritan iconoclast, be has developed, in 
church and State, into a constitutional reformer. 
He came hither a knotted club, he has been 
transformed into a Damascus blade. He seized 
and tamed the continent with a hand of iron; 
he civilizes and controls it with atouch of vel- 
vet. No music so sweet to his ear as the sound 
of the common school bell; no principle so dear 
to his heart as the equal rights of all men; no 
vision so entrancing to his hope _ as 
those rights universally secured. This 
is the Yankee, this is the younger 
branch, but a branch of no base or brittle fibre, 
but of the tough old English oak which has 
weathered triumphantly the tempest ef a thou- 
sand years. It is a noble contention whether 
tbe younger or the elder branch has further ad- 
vanced the frontiers of liberty. But it is unques- 
tionable that liberty, as we understand it on 
both sides of the sea,is an English tradition. 
We inherit it, we possess it, we transmitit, under 
forms peculiar to the Englisn race. It is, as Mr. 
Chamberlain has said, liberty under law. It is 
liberty, not license; civilization, not barbarism; 
itis liberty clad in the celestial robe of law, be- 
cause law is the only authoritative expression 
of the willof the people. Representative gov- 
ernment, trial by jury, the habeas corpus, free- 
dom of speech aud ef the press. Why, Mr. Chair- 
man, they are the family heirlooms, the family 
bonds, and they go wherever in the wide world 
go the family namej and language and tradition. 

Sir, with all my heart, and, I am sure, with the 
hearty assent of this great and representative 
company, I reapond to the final aspiration of 
your toast: May this great family, in all its 
branches ever work together for the wor!d’s 
welfare. Certainly its division and alienation 
would be the world’s misfortune. That Eng- 
land and America have had sharp and angry 
quarrels is undeniable. Party spirit in this 
country, recalling an old animosity, has always 
stigmatized with the English name whatever it 
oppesed. Every difference, every misunder- 
standing with England bas beenignobly turned 
to party aceount. Butthe two great branches 
of this common race have come of age, and 
wherever they may encounter a serious difficul- 
ty which must be accommodated, they have but 
to thrust demagogues aside, to recail the 
sublime words of Abraham Lineoln, “ with 
malice toward none, with charity for all,” and 
in that spirit and in the spiritof the mission 
represented in this country by the gentlemen 
upon my right and my left, I make bold to say to 
Mr. Chamberlain, in your name, there can be no 
misunderstanding which may not be honorably 
and happily adjusted. For to our race, gentie- 
men of both couniries, is committed not only 

he defense but the illustration of constitutional 
liberty. The question is not what we did a cent- 
ury ago or in the beginning of this century, 
with the lighte that shone around us, but what 
is our duty to-dayin the light which is given 
to us of popular government under the repub- 
lican form in this country and the parliamentary 
form in Engiand. [f a sensitive public con- 
science, if general intelligence should not avail 
to secure us from unnatural conflict, then lib- 
erty will not be justified of her children, and 
the glory of the English-speaking race will de- 
cline. I donot believe it. I believe that it ia 
coustantly increasing, and that the colossal 
power which slumbers in the arms of a kindrea 
people will henceforth be invoked, not to drive 
them further asunder, but to weld them more 
indissolubly together in the defense of liberty 
under law.

TIRED OF HER CHINAMAN. 


WANTS TO BE DIVORCED AND SHARE 
£30,000. 

The white wife of a Canton Chinaman seek- 
ing for a limited divorce on the ground of non- 
support and cruelty isoneof the latest Supreme 
Court litigations. Her name is Lena Layem, 
and, though she is the mother of two children, 
one of an unmistakable Celestial caste, she is 
still young and attractive. She is a German, 
and her mother is Mrs. Schettler, who at one 
time lived in a Sixty-ninth-street flat house near 
Avenue A. Lena may be over 20 years 
of age, but does not look it. The 
husband’s name is matrimonially George 
Layem and commercially Charlie Lee. He is 
about 40 years old apparently, and for a dozen 
years—ever since he came to America—has fol- 
lowed the occupation of many of hisrace. Asa 
laundrymanin Brooklyn and Hudson his suc- 
cess has been up to the average. With charac- 


teristic thrift he placed his money in bank and 
looked forward to the time when he would have 
enough to go back to his native land and livein 
eomfort the rest of his days. 

Just how or when:or where he and Lena met 
is not clear. That they did meet and fall in love 
is only too true. In her complaint Mrs. Layem 
saysahe was married on June 16, 1885, and 
lived with her husband just 28 days. Her hus- 
band always said he intended to go home and 
take his money, which the wife believes to 
umount to $30,000, on deposit in the Hudson 
City Savings Bank. On her affidavit her 
lawyers, John P. Schmidt and ex-District At- 
torney O’Byrne, got an order of arrest from 
Judge Donohue, fixing the bail at $3,000. The 
defendant was arrested in Hudson, and gave 
bail. 

Charles Myers, of Pine-street, Layem’s lawyer, 
faid yesterday: “The marriage ceremony was 
performed in Brooklyn. She left him without 
cause. In August or September, 1885, he re- 
moved to Hitdson. He repeatedly wrote and 
sent word to her to come te him. She did make 
several visits to him, remaining several days 
each trip. Finally, in July last, he induced her 
to return to her home. She teok her two chil- 
dren and mother. He hired a house and made 
every provision for his increased responsibilities. 
During the latter part of August his wife and 
her mother said they were going to New- 
York to do some shopping and would re- 
turn in a few days. He saw the family 
off and paid for the tickets. On going home he 
was surprised te find that his wife and her 
mother had taken all their things and all but 
$2 50in cash. He followed them to this city, 
and they promised to return in afew days. Not 
appearing at Hudson he twice telegraphed, and 
the mother-in-law replied that she was coming 
with Lena. He paid the house rent from Sep- 
tember, and made necessary preparations for 
the reception. Instead of his wife and her 
mother and the children appearing as he ex- 

vected two Deputy Sheriffs arrived and took 

im to Ludlow-Street Jail. I got the bail re- 
duced to $500. Ihave received a letter from 
the Chinaman’s landlord in which he speaks 
highly of the defendant and refers me to several 
persons of good standing who know Charlie. 

“The statement of the wife that her busband 
is worth $30,000 in cash is untrue. I have the 
bank bookin my possession, and the aggregate 
sum on deposit at any time did not exceed $333. 
Of that amount the largest part was drawn out 
for the benefit of the family, after the wife and 
her mother went to Hudson and lived there sev- 
eral weeks. I understand that Lee is hardwork- 
ing, and bad arranged to buy a pew in the Pres- 
byterian Church in Hudson after his wife 
returned. He has always been and 1s willing 
to support his wife and children, and has never 
refused to maintain them.” 

The case is set down for trial next month,

GROSS CARELESSNESS. 
eS Teese 
CAUSES A SERIOUS ACCIDENT ON A 
BROOKLYN ELEVATED ROAD. 

The carelessness of some workmen on the 
Union Elevated Road, on Flatbush-avenue, 
Brooklyn, came veryinear causing a great loss of 
life early yesterday morning. In hoisting the 
huge girders for the transverse section of the 
road an immense derrick, weighing 150 tons, is 
used. This is built on top of that portion of the 
road already constructed, and runs along the 
girders as they are hoisted into piace. When 
the laborers began work yesterday they 


tried to push the derrick, by means of 
an engine, along the girders, but no 
sooner had the engine been started and 
the huge mass of wood set in motion 
than two of the girders fell off their upright 
posts and went crashing into the street below. 
The derrick was carried along and the entire 
mass of stuff, weighing 250 tons, fell across the 
car track. The noise was like that of an earth- 
quake, and the windows in the houses round 
about rattled in a lively way. On the derrick at 
the time it fell were three workmen, all of whom 
jumped into the street in safety. One of them, 
Edward Shier, sprained his ankle by slipping 
on the stones. 

The occupants of car No. 56 of the Flatbush- 
avenue lipe and car No. 352 of the Third-ave- 
nue line had a very narrow escape. The Third- 
avenue Car was going toward the City Hall and 
the other was on its way to Prospect Park. It 
was almost empty, jbut the Third-avenve car 
was filled with men and women. It was not 10 
feet distant from the derrick when itfell. The 
Flatbush car could not be seen at first, and 
every one concluded that it had been destreyed. 
But it had not, although pieces of wood from the 
broken derrick were found lying on its roof. 
The driver said he was directly under the der- 
rick when he heard a rumbling sound, and at 
the same time his horses took fright and dashed 
forward. The next instant the crash came, and 
the conductor, standing on the rear platform, 
was within three feet of the débris. He was hit 
by several pieces of flyizg wood. 

The accident was the result of careless work 
on Tuesday night. The two girders that fell 
were hoisted into place just as the whistle 
announcing the close of working hours was 
blown, andthe men wentoff without riveting 
them. They were heldin place merely by their 
own weight, and when the derrick was moved 
over them they were naturally shoved over and 
fell. The cars were blocked forthe restof the 
day and passengers were transferred around 
the wreck. The damage can be repaired for 
about $5,000.

LEADERS TO OONSULT. 


BOSS PLATT FINDS HE MUST COAX IN- 
STEAD OF DRIVE. 

The organization of the next Legislature 
is occupying a large share of the attention of 
Boss Platt these days, and threatens to burden 
his mind with a good deal of auxiety before he 
gote through withit. The result of the election 
was not sneh as to warrart a too free use of the 
whip on the part of the Republican boss, and he 
sees the necessity of coaxing instead of driving 
if he expects to preserve harmony in the party 
and attain hisend. By his invitation a number 
of leading Senators and Assemblymen have al- 


ready come, or are on their way, to this city to 
confer together in reference to the organization 
of the two houses. Among those who were here 
yesterday were Senators Sloan, of Oswego; 
Hendricks, of Syracusy; Fassett, of Chemung; 
Walker, of Genesee; Low, of Orange, and Haw- 
kins, of Suffolk, and Assemblymen Cole, Arnold, 
Davis, Saxton, and Ainsworth. There has becn 
no formal corfference yet, but-after all have ar- 
rived who have been honored with an invita- 
tion aconsultation wiil be held atthe Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, in which the Republican Senators 
from this city and from Brooklyn are expected 
to participate. 

So faras can be learned from individual ex- 
pression of views among those now here the 

rincipal contest will be over the election of 

-resident pro tem. of the Senate. Ameng the 
eligibie men for this position are Senators Rob- 
ertson, Sloan, Low, and Fassett, but in this, as 
in many other cases, it is not the most eligible 
who are the most persistent in seeking the place. 
Neither Judge Robertson nor Mr, Sloan has thus 
far indicated any desire to be a candidate, al- 
though either would readily command the sup- 
port of a large share of their party associ- 
ates. Judge Low is understood to be 
a candidate, and as between him and 
Mr. Fassett would be the undoubted choice of a 
majority of Repubiican Senators if left to them- 
selves. But Mr. Fassett is said to be exceeding- 
ly anxious for the place, and is bringing every 
possible influence to bear to getit. Moreover, 
it is asserted that he is the choice of Platt, or, if 
not his first choice, that he feels so far indebted 
to lim for past favors as to accept his eandidacy 
and urge his election. Itis not yet certain that 
he will succeed, butif he does not it will be be- 
cause he feels the necessity of yielding a point 
to preserve harmeny and maintain his position 
as boss. 

Among the candidates for Clerk of the Senate 
are John 8 Kenyon, of Syracuse; Charles R. 
Dayton, of Suifolk, and B. Gage Berry, of Che- 
nango. All of them have had had experience at 
the desk and would creditably fill the office. 
Kenyon, however, appears to have the strongest 
backing, and it is pretty well settled that he 
will have the clerkship, with his competitors as 
assistants. 

It is also settled that Chickering will succeed 
himself as Clerk of the Assembly, and the only 
contest in the lower house will be for the 
Speakership. Gen. Hustedis again in the field 
for that position, but it is not likely he will have 
the aid of Boss Platt, even for the sake of bar- 
mony. His friends think, however, that the 
Central Railroad, the insurance interest, and 
hisown popularity and tact will make up for 
thatlack. The boss’s candidate is understood 
to be Fremont Cole, of Schuyler. Assembiyman 
D. E. Ainsworth, of Oswege, and Frank B. Ar- 
nold, of Otsego, are not without aspirations for 
the Speakership, but they will probably have to 
be content with good places on committees. 
When the formal conference meets, as it will 
some day this week, the public will jearn some- 
thing more definite about the organization, and 
the slate indicated above may be materially 
modified or upset altogether.

AN IMPKOVED SOUND BOAT. 


—— 


PLANS OF THE CONNECTICUT, 


LAUNCHED. 

The Providence and Stonington Steam- 
ship Company’s new vessel, tte Connecticut, 
was successfully launched yesterday morning at 
the shipyard of Robert Palmer & Sons at Noank, 
Conn. The new steamer is different in detail 
and arrangement from the other Sound steam- 
ers. Her bow lines, which extend about nalf 
her length, are 171 feet long. Then evumes a 
short parallel body, followed by the stern lines, 


which are sharper than those of the other boats 
of her class. By this arrangement her centre of 
displacement is placed weil forward and admits 
of all of the freight being placed forward of 
the main deck saloon. The engines are 40 per 
eent. lighter than the ordinary beam engines of 
the same power. These are by Cramp & Sona, of 
Philadelphia, and are of the double-expansion, 
compound, inclined, direct-acting type, with 
surface-condensing oscillators and eylinders 56 
and 104 inches in diameter, and a piston stroke 
of 11 feet. The boilers, six in number, are of 
steel and are built to carry 120 pounds of steam. 
The engines will make 30 revolutions a minute, 
and will develop 6,000 horse-power. In order 
to produce this two blowers, each witha capac- 
ity of 40,000 cubie feet of air per minute, will 
pe required. The machinery will be placed in 
the hull of the boat at some dock in the East 
River, to which the hull of the Connecticut will 
be towed in a few days. 

The dimensions of the hull are: Length 
over all, 357 feet; length on 11-foot load line, 
345 feet; beam outside of hull planking, 48 
feet; extreme width over guards, 87 feet; 
depth of hull, 1714 feet; extremeaepth forward, 
26 feet; extreme depth aft, 20 feet; height 
trom keel to pilot house, 60 feet. The saloons 
willbe elegantly fitted up, and will contain 
some new features in the way of passenger ac- 
commodations The main saloon will be 280 
feet jong, and will have a dome 240 feet long 
and 20 feet high. The staterooms will be ar- 
ranged in two tiers on either side of the main 
saloon. Access to the second tier will be from 
agallery. The space ait of the main entrance, 
usually occupied by staterooms, will be occu- 
pied by a café finished in mohogany. Aft of this 
will be a handsomely furnished ladies’ cabin.

THE NEW O1TY BUILDINGS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Timea: 

If the report is true that the city authori- 
ties are advertising for plans for the erection of 
buildings in the City Hall Park, in which they 
propose to place the criminal eeurts and certain 
municipal departments, I am ata loss to under- 
stand how they reconcile this action with the 
course which they pursued last Winter before 
the Assembly Committee on Cities. Two bills 
were introduced in the Legislature of 1887 with 


the object of providing buildings for the city, 
one ‘‘An act to provide for the erection of a 
building for criminal courts and other pur- 
poses,” the other “An act to provide for 
the erection of a building fer munici- 
pal ipurposes.” These bills were = dis- 
cussed at length before the Committee on 
Cities of the Assembly, of which I was a mem- 
ber. The elty authorities were represented and 
gave a minute account of the object of the bills, 
The committee was informed that the city pro- 
posed to build a court house for the criminal 
eourts under the former bill on the site of the 
railroad station near the Tombs. We were told 
that the lease of that property was about to ex- 
pire and that the fee belonged to the city. We 
understood that sections 2,3, and 4 of the bill 
were inserted for the express purpose of obtain- 
ing possession of the case. Section 4 provides 
that “if any corporation shall hold and occupy 
the site or any part thereof under a lease,” &¢., 
clearly pointing to this piece of ground, 

The merits of the two bills were carefully con- 
sidered, and the result was that the ‘ Crim- 
inal Courts” bill became a law (ehapter 371, 
Laws of 1887) and the Municipal Buildings bill 
failed. The fermer bill was passed upon the 
representations of the city authorities, and it is 
quite safe to say that 1t would not have passed 
if they had asked for sites in the City Hall Park. 

It is true that the act admits of the con- 
struction put upon it by the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, aud I do not mean to say that 
anything in the nature of a contract was made 
with the Assembly committee, but the impres- 
sion was deliberately produced that the building 
would be erected on the Centre-atreet block and 
that the only ‘“‘ public purposes” for which it 
would be used would be incidental to the admin- 
istration of justice in the criminal courts. 

The Legislature by passing this bill enly and 
rejecting the one for # municipal building 
clearly showed its intention of pestponing for 
one year at least the erection of a building for 
municipal offices. In attempting to give to one 
bill the effect of both the local. authorities are 
disregarding the will of the Legislature in spirit, 
if not in letter, and it scems to me that under 
the cireumstances the Legislature would be 
fully justified in repealing the aet.

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TRAFFIC BLOCKED AGAIN 


THAT CENTRE-BEARING RAIL 
DISTURBS BROADWAY. 
EVERYBODY DENOUNCES IT, BUT STILL 

IT STAYS—MAYOR MHEWITI’S CON- 

DEMNATION OF IT. F 

“The centre-bearing street car rail is a 
confounded nuisance and must go,” said a well- 
known citizen on Broadway yesterday after- 
noon. The rather emphatic remark was prompt- 
ed by the fact that another truck wheel had 
been wrenched off near Franklin-street, causing 
an ennoying blockade. South of the breakdown 
40 yellow cars werein line, and on the down 
track a string of cars extended several 
blocks north. Half a dozen policemen and 
a hundred or more men and boys surrounded the 
disabled vehicle trying to raise the embargo. It 
was a diflicult job, because the load consisted of 
square timbers, long and heavy. While the 
clearing work was going on, with the aid of 
much loud profanity, passengers who did not 
have half an hour’s leisure left the silent cars 
and joined the endless processions of pedes- 
trians moving along the sidewalks. The railroad 
men finally became tired and began switching 
the cars to the opposite tracks and moving them 


aiong back over the line. At one time the 
Broadway and Bleecker-street cars were 
sandwiched to a standstill from the scene of 
the breakdown to Fulton-street, and many of 
the cross streets were choked with trucks and 
vehicles of great variety. The tracks were not 
finally cleared until a small forceof drivers 
and policemen had rolled the big timbers from 
off the damagea wagon, and it was a long while 
after that when the timbers were dragged away. 

A policeman who does duty at Broadway and 
Chambers-street says he never saw a worse 
breakdown. ‘It’s allon account of that rail,” 
he said, pointing to the car tracks. “There is 
hardly a day comes that Idon’t see the blamed 
thing damage something or somebody. A 
brand-new truck has no better show against it 
than an old one. The other day it wrenched the 
wheel off a  sixteen-hundred-dollar cab 
es if the axle was made of clay. [ 
thought, as the owner did at first, that 
there was a flaw in the iron, but we couldn’t 
tind any evidence after avery careful inspec- 
tion of the wreck. On wet days the loose rails 
spring and splash mud all over the people who 
are crossing. I wish the Mayoror somebody 
would invent semething to take the place of 
those tracks. Even an elevated road on Broad- 
way would be an improvement.” 

A bystander told the policeraan that the city 
was going to try a pew tramway track. ‘ Yes,” 
said the officer, ‘‘ I saw something in the papers 
about that, but it is going down on the west side 
and it won’t do Broadway any good.” 

A rough mode! of the proposed steel tramway, 
several blocks of which are to be laid in Hudson- 
street, attracts much attention in the Mayor's 
office. 

The Mayor said that the subject of the centre- 
bearing rail nuisance was a matter of ancient 
history and referred the reporter to Clerk Mer- 
eer. He found a letter which the Mayor wrote 
to Railroad Commissioner Kernan showing 
where the responsibility is and in which the 
Mayor shoulders the responsibility for the ex- 
istence of the centre-bearing rail. The letter in 
part is as follows: 

“Tn all cases the control of the kind of rail to be 
used was always vested in the Street Commissioner 
orin the Common Council and the Street Commis- 
sioner. Fora long time no other pattern of rail was 
used except the grooved rail. Subsequently, how- 
ever, the railway companies desired to get a cenutre- 

bearing rail, and applied to me to devise one which 
would relieve them of the expense of keeping the 
grooved rail level with the street. I devised such 
arail, practically, in the shape of the present centre- 
bearing pattern now in generaluse. This is not a 
grooved rail at all, and is probably the most unfit 
for the convenient use of vehicles of any rail ever 
devised. My connection with it was simply that of 
a manufacturer and not as a public officer. If I had 
been in the latter position I should never have al- 
lowed the rail to be used. So faras I ean understand 
the law, I believe the control of the kind of 
rail to be used is to-day vested in some 
cases in the Department of Public Works and in 
other cases in the Common Council. It may, how- 
ever, be alleged that the approval by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the centre-bearing rail is 
final, and that the city is estopped from requiring it 
to be taken up and a grooved rail to be substituted. 
This is a legal question which 1. shall 
not pretend to discuss, but IL am _ quite 
clear that if there be any doubt on 
the subject the power ought to be given to the city 
authorities to require the use of @ suitable grooved 
rail to which there are no other objections except 
that it may involve an increased cost in maintenance 
tothe railway companies. This expense they can 
perfectly well afford toincur, If there be any donbt 
whatever as tothe lawI shall be glad to have it 
cleared up, as I regard it indispensable to the in- 
terests of the city and the street traffic that the 
present centre-bearing rail should be removed and a 
good rail substituted, so that there shall be no 
obstruction to vehicles and that the pavements now 
in a most delapidated condition may be again in 
good order.” 

This letter was written at the request for in- 
formation by Commissioner Kernan. [f any 
action by the Railread Commissioners followed, 
or there was further correspondence on the sub- 

jeet, Clerks Mercer and Berry were unable to 
tind it. The Mayor was too busy with other 
matters to talk on the subject. 

Bearing on the question is a letter by J. L. 
O'Sullivan, of 229 West Twenty-third-street, to 
the Mayor. He writes: 

‘* The iron rails of our streetrailroads suggest an 
experience I had in England. George rancis 
Train had put down two experimental tracks for 
similar roads, which worked like ours, to great pub- 
lic accommodation,and were highly popular in the lo- 
calities, but the omnibus interest compelled him to 
take them up on the legal ground that they were 
Luisances as an interference with the carriage traf- 
tic, because they oc casionally would wrench off a 
wheel caught in their flanges projecting ver- 
tically above the level surface of the roadway. A few 
such cases were proved, and the Judges condemned 
the tramways as legal nuisances, his half ruined 
Train, who was not then the crank he has since 
become. About that time I heardof a system in 
operation in Manchester which entirely obviated 
that objection, and 1 went down there to examine it. 
It was called the Perambulator Railway, becanse 
the rails were fiat and flush with the pavement, 
while a narrow middle rail ran between them with a 
groove in it,in which wasjrun asmal!l and sharp tron 
wheel, about 10 inches in diameter, as a 
guide, which could be worked up and 
down by the foot of the driver seated on his box. 
The vehicies were simply ordinary large omnibnses, 
and the route was between Manchester and the 
suburban town of Salford, between which was a 
broad, open street; and when they got into the 
crowded and narrow streets of Manchester the driv- 
er simply raised the guiding wheel under his feet 
and the vehicle became an ordinary omnibus. There 
was only a single track, and on the railway portion 
of the route, when two Vehicles met, one of the driv- 
ers merely raised his guiding wheel and turned 
out of the way for a moment. I traveled to 
and fro several times between the termini and soon 
opserved that the drivers often habitually kept the 
guiding wheel up. The drivers said that the only 
use of the wheel was to break in new horses, After 
that the horses kept the lines of the route on the 
flat rails, which were only a trifle wider than the 
tires. The owner of the patent was a stupid, preju- 
diced Jobn Bull, and [ could not bring him into any 
arrangement to allow me its use for the streets of 
London. He chose to wait for an act of Parliament 
to authorize street tramways. There is no need of 
tlanged wheels at all.” 
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A LIFETIME AMONG SHIPS. 
Rodney P. Lu Gar, who died on Tuesday 
at New-Rockelle in the 77th year of Lis age, was 
bornin Sag Harbor, and early in life learned 
ship carpentry in the yard of Carpenter & 
Bishop. on the East River. In those days the 
whole river front from Gouverneur-slip to 


Houston-street and from Eighth-street to Four- 
teenth was @ succession of ship yards, turning 
out a large proportion of the mereantile and 
naval marine craft that made Ameriea for a 
time the chief maritime nation of the world. 
The firm with whom Mr. Lu Gar learned his 
trade became Bishop & Simonson, and subse- 
quently Jeremiah Simonson, and with both these 
firms he continued in the capacity of foreman 
until 1850, when he was admitted to a part- 
nership with Mr. Simonson, whe was a nephew 
of Commodere Vanderbilt, the firm name being 
Simonson & Lu Gar. The deceased man was 
a great favorite of Commedore Vanderbilt and 
did a large amount of work for him. They bore 
a striking resemblance to each other and were 
much together about the yards and decks, Dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion the firm did an im- 
mense business with the Government, preparing 
and fitting out vessels for the navy. In 1868 
Mr. Simonson retired, and the firm became 
Lu Gar & Reed, continuing so until 1878, when 
Mr. LuGar went out of business. He was a con- 
sistent member of the Presbyterian church, and 
was largely instrumental in the founding of the 
Memorial Church at Fifty-third-street and 
Madison-avenue. He leaves tive daughters and 
# 80D surviving him, all of whom are married. 
The funeral will take place at New-Rochelle at 
2 o'clock this afternoon, the Rey. Dr. Robinson 
officiating.

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YOUNG COHOATE'’S HAZING. 


NINE SOPHOMORES SUSPENDED FROM 
WILLIAMS COLLEGE. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Nov. 16.—The 
following are six of the nine members of the 
Sophomore Class at Williams College who were 
suspended for connection with the Choate haz- 
ing affair: William F. Judson, of New-York; 
Garrett Y. Lansing, of Albany; Lindley C. 
Couper, of Dobbs Ferry; Frank K. Scribner 
and Frank H. Lovell, Jr., of New-York City, 
and Samuel V. Beckwith, of Plattsburg, N. Y. 


They left college on Monday, having been sus- 
pended uutil after the holiday vacation. 

The factsin regara to the hazing of George 
Choate at Williams College have been fully dis- 
closed by the voluntary acknowledgement of all 
the participants. Each of the persons concerned 
has made an individual statement of the affair, 
subscribed and sworn to before a Justice of the 
Peace. The following is compiled by the author- 
ities of the college from these affidavits, and it 
is believed to be an exact and complete account 
of all the hazing which Choate received while a 
member of the college: 

On the evening of Sept. 15, at about 9 o’clock, 
George Choate left his room in apps med with 
three of his friends who had been calling upon 
him, intending, as he said, to take a walk. Apr it 
was found to be raining he went, on the invita- 
tion of two of them, to their room in Morgan 
Hall, the adjoining builaing. After a few 
minutes they accompanied him, at his request, 
to call on two of his classmates rooming over- 
head; then he expressed a desire to visit 
other rooms in the building, and they went 
to several neighboring rooms, oceupied 
some by Freshmen and some by Sophomores. 
In one of these rooms about 15 students gath- 
ered, including 5 Freshmen. Choate was intro- 
duced to such of the — he did not al- 
ready know, biscuits and olives were passed, 
and after some minutes’ conversation, not ad- 
dressed in particular to him, some one propesed 
that Choate should get up on the table and 
thank the oecupants of the room for his enter- 
tainment. 

He stepped upon a low table and said: “ Gen- 
tlemen, | am much obliged.” Two or three 
asked him to speak further, but he declined. 
Shortly after he shook hands with the persons 
present and went down aiairs, as did all the 
company, except the occupants of the room. 
Some nois® was occasioned by efforts to capture 
a bat which had flown into the passage. Among 
those attracted by this noise were some Sopho- 
mores, who invited Choate to go toa room in an- 
other part of the building, which invitation he 
readily accepted. Here, in the presence of 
several Sophomores, he was asked to 
deliver 8 speech of welcome. He did so atand- 
ing on adesk. Then, being asked to sing, he as- 
sented, singing a song of his own choosing. The 
talk having turned on rowing, Choate was asked 
if he liked the sport, and upon his saying yes, he 
was asked to give an exhibition of the method 
by sitting in a washbowl, and toothpicks were 
handed to him for oars. There was no water in 
the bow], but as he arose some was poured into 
it without wetting him, and he was told 
his boat was leaky. After this he was told to 
crawl under a table. To this he somewhat 
demurred, but after a moment complied, 
While under the table some one pushed 
him with his foot, and on emerging an empty 
paper basket was placed upon his head. Finally, 
he gave au exhibition of swimming, lying upon 
adesk. Then, at about11 o’clock, he returned 
to his room. He was subjected tojno further haz- 
ing on this or any other occasion, nor was any 
violence or compulsion used, except as stated 
above. 

Phe students who were present during any of 
these proceedings and who have made affidavits 
have expressed their readiness to meet Mr. 
Joseph H. Choate and to answer any questions 
he may desire to put tothem. Their names are 
as follows: 8. V. Beckwith, C. L. Case, W. H. 
Cleminshaw, L. C. Couper, 8. Crook, L. Crosby, 
J. H. Denison, N. Gorham, C. E. Johnson, W. F. 
Judson, G. P. Keating, G. Y. Lansing, F. H. 
Lovell, F. T. Nevin, J. O. Nichols, C. C. Nott, N. 
H. Partridge, C. M. Ransom, M. T. Reynolds, F. 
K. Scribner, G. K. Turner, and H. R. Vermilye. 
It has been necessary to hold the above state- 
ment from ager eas two days longer than 
was originally intended. Itis unfortunate that 
unauthorized statements havein the meantime 
been published. In reference to these state- 
ments it may be said that, according to the 
affidavits, no part of Choate’s clothing was re- 
moved atany stage of the proceedings, and 
that the Sophomores deny having spoken with 
him at any time on religious subjects. Harris 
B. Fisher, whose name has been published, 
had no connection with the affair.

A STATUE TO BRECKINRIDGE. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 16.—Morning 
dawned clear and beautiful, and the entire day 
was lovely, being almost Summer in its calm- 
ness, Before the sun was an hour high people 
began flocking into the city to be present at the 
unveiling of the John C. Breekinridge Statue. 
All the morning trains were crowded to the full- 
est capacity, and an extra that came up from 
Louisville just before noon was also crowded. 


Ne less than 20,000 visiters were in the city by 
12 o’clock. At11 o’clock the procession, com- 
posed of police, brass bands, secret orders, State 
guards, college students, citizens, &c., paraded 
thesprincipal streets, and broke ranks on Cheap- 
side, where the statue is erected. 

The exercises ——s with prayer by the Rev. 
Dr. J. J. Builock, formerly Chaplain of the 
United States Senate. The Hon. James B. Beck 
then delivered a short speech, giving the history 
of the Breckinridge Monument Association. 
Sculptor Edward V. Valentine, who executed the 
work, in a few remarks delivered it to the asso- 
ciation, whose representative, W. ©. P. Breckin- 
ridge, accepted the statue and delivered it to the 
State. Gov. Buckner, in a brief speech, 
accepted the statue for the State 
and unveiled the beautiful work of art. 
Then came the oration of the day by 
Senator Joe C. 8. Blackburn, on the life, eharac- 
ter, and work of John C. Breckinridge. It was 
@ masterly effort, and reflected great credit on 
the speaker. After paying the highest tributes 
to Breckinridge he closed his address with the 
following sentences: ‘ Orator, statesman, sol- 
dier, patriot, to thy immortal name and to thy 
deathless fame Kentucky consecrates this 
statue, and tenders it to terity asa proof of 
the love she bore thee.”

THE ADVANTAGES WHICH WOULD AC- 
ORUE TO BOTH COUNTRIES FROM A 
SOLID COMMERCIAL UNION, 


The letter of Mr. Edward Atkinson, the 
well-known political economist of Boston, to 
Nr. F. B. Thurber, Chairman of the Commercial 
Union Committee of the Chamber of Coinmeree, 
to which brief allusion was made in Tup Tiues 
yesterday, treats the question of commercial 
union with Canada on the broad basis of prac- 
tical statesmanship. Mr. Atkinson refers to 
the proposed union of the Canadian Provinces 
and {his country in commercial reciprocity as a 
means to greatly benefit the people of both 
countries, and he gives facts and statistics 
to fortify his position. 
the States of Western Europe, aside from 
Russia and Austria, in which standing 
armies and navies, costing from $400,- 
000,000 te $500,000,000 apnually, are 


necessary to muintain the barriers against mut- 
Val traific, at which barriers a tax of $800,000,-

lines? Whut need except to collect this money 
tax forthe worse than money tax—the blood 
tax of the army itself? For the withdrawal of 
allthe young men from time to time and from 
year to year-at the most productive portions of 
their lives, to waste years in preparation for 
war, more costly than actual war itself, while 
the Women sweep the streets and do the scav- 
ener work of the cities, or mix the mortar for 
the masons who lay the walls in the city build- 
ings, or toil most arduonsly in the fields, some- 
timeseven yoked with cattle to draw the plow?’ 

After a brief reference to the beneficial effects 
of the commercial union treaty between the 


United States and Canada, covering the period | 


from 1854 to 1863, Mr, Atkinsou wrote: 

“ That trenty terminated. What has occurred 
since? Loss; antagonism; obstruction; and 
now each party has begun to arm its ships 
against the vther. Base, wicked, and almost in- 
sufferable as war would be, yet the first steps 
which might lead to war have already been 
taken. For what purpose? In order to matutain 
artiticial barriers forbidding mutual service be- 
tween the people of Canada and of the United 
States. Whatis this service? Last year the im- 
ports of fish into the United States were valued 
at $2,250,000. We taxed the fish $500,000. 
Who pays it? Mainly the working people 
of New-England, who need the fish must, 
and who have the least wherewith 
to pay for it! In the same _ period 
we imported about the same value of hens’ eggs? 
We did not tax them. Why not? Are not the 
domestic hens entitled to protection against the 
pauper hens of Canada? If it is necessary to 
tax tish and potatoes, why not tax eggs? True, 
the working people of New-England would pay 
the tax. If each person in the United States 
enjoys as good a supply of hens’ eggs as the 
operatives dwelling in the factory boarding 
houses of New-England, the production of hens’ 
eggs is one of the most important branches of 
our domestic industry, These factory operatives 
consume one egg every other day. Suppose we 
calt the present population of the United States, 
numbering over 60,00U,0G0, equal to 50,000,000 
adults. Suppose we serve each adult with one egg 
every other day, say 15 dozen a year, at 
15 cents a dozen, we find then that the egg 
product of the domestic hen is worth about 
#112,509,000 @ year, more than double the 
value of our silver product; about 50 per cent. 
in excess of the value of our wool clip; nearly, 
if not equal, in value even to the excessive pro- 
duct of pigiron of the present year. Does any 


one propose to protect the domestic hen by a | 


duty on Canadianegys? (Perhaps some geese 
may doso.) Ifnot, then why tax Canadian tish 
and potatoes? .We imported last year about 
$650,000 worth of potatoes: we taxed them 
$292,000. Afew years ago, when the crop of 
potatoes in New-England was very short, the 
people paid in that year a tax on Canadian and 
trish potatoes of over $1,250,000. All these 
Taxes on fish, potatoes, meats, and other pro- 
Visions which Cauada provides for us enter di- 
rectly into the cost of the manufacturing and 
mechanical arts in the United States, chiefly of 
New-Engiaud. Does any farmer gain? Not one 
cent. This duty upon Cavadian food simply ex- 
tends the area of railway carriages. It is wasted 
on hauling meats and potatoes longer distances 
by railway. 

* Let us return to the fisheries. The late Prof. 
Spencer F. Baird once told me that the quantity 
of fish taken from the ocean for the supply of 
human wants was literally no more than equal 
toa drop ina bucket of water compared to tha 
multitude of fish which the multitudinous seas 
stand ready to giveuv for our use. Could these 
ish be diverted in the water from the shores of 
Canada tothe harbors of New-Engiand, should 
we erect a barrier at the mouth of every harbor 
(0 prevent them from entering in full measure? 
ft not, why do we erect a barrier to prevent 
\acir being brought in upon the water? 
Who objects? Is it the man who says that the 
American fisherman should do that work, aud 
not the inbabitant of Nova Scotia, New-Bruns- 
wick, or Cape Breton? Then make it a penal 
Offense for the owner of a fishing smack in 
Gleucester or in Portiand to employ the’ tisher- 
men of these provinces in sailing their smacks 
and catching their fish. More than one-half the 
fishermen who do this work in these fishing 
smacks, I believe three-fourths, are citizens of 
Canada.” 

The letter refers to the advantages that would 
acerne to the people of both countries which 
would flow trom the trade in Canadian coal and 


timber under a reciprocity treaty, and concludes | 


as follows: “Il am very glad to see that this 
guestion is being taken up by important com- 
mercial bodies and by the press, irrespective of 
political parties. The late political contest in 
this State has been disgraced by misrepresenta- 
tions of the policy of the Secretary of State and 
by incistements to vioient resistance to the claims 
of Canada made by hack politicians, even by 
some holding bigh places. whose walignity can 
oniy be excused or paliiated by imputing to 
themn a Want of capucity to grasp the economic 
problems upon which the people will soon be 
yalled to decide.”

PROTESTING AGAINST CHARGES. 

At the regular meeting of the Foreign 
Fruit Exchange on Tuesday a special commit- 
tee Was appointed to take action regarding the 
alleged exorbitant wharfage charges which 


have recently been put in force by the steam- 
ship compaules engaged in the Mediterranean 
trade, Yesterday afternoon a special meeting 
of the Exchange was held, at which the follow- 
ing petition was adopted, signed by all present, 
end ordered to be sent to those companies: 


We, the undersigned members of the Foreign 
Fruit Exchange, have been appointed a committee 
to call on you te protest against your rule of charg- 
ing 5 cents per ton wharlfage for each 24 hours after 
the goods are discharged, this rule being cousidered 
by our importers of Mediterranean produce in gen- 
éral as unjust and exorbitaut. 

Therefore we do so protest and claim that it is im- 
ossible to remove goods in such @ short time as 24 
wurs after their discharge, partly on account of de- 

lays iv getting entries through the Custom House 
and partiy on account of delays caused by the Cus- 
tom House weighers, whe have to weigh most of 
these gvods first before our importers are allowed 
to touch them, but principally on account of the dif- 
ficulty of getting at the goods for the reason that 
the docks are often blocked and there are not facili- 
ties offered for the prompt removal of such mer- 
cnandise. 

For these reasons we beg to request you to extend 
the time which Mediterranean produce can remain 
on the wharf without charge to five days after the 
discharge of goods from the steamers.

NO REASON FOR WAR 


IN THE NEW CONTRACT OF THE WELLS, 
FARGO & CO. EXPRESS COMPANY. 
The Chicago dispatches printed yesterday 
morning announcing that the Wells, Fargo & 
Co. Express had contracted for the use of the 
eutire Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé system 
and prophesying a general express war, caused 
a deal of talk in the lower part of the city. 
The officers of the companies directly interested 


in the express business seemed, however, to have 
little fear of a general demoralization in rates. 

“There is nothing in the Chicago reports to 
excite either surprise or antagonism,” said H. 
B. Parsons, secretary of Wells, Fargo & Cv. 
‘Our company bas operated the express on the 
main lines of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad, under contract, for many years. 
That contract has expired. The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Féis one of the most progres- 
sive aknd oue of the most enterprising companies 
in the country and has added largely to its lines 
by purchase, construction, and consolidation. In 
Inaking a new contract for the express business 
it was madeto cover the whole system, as is 
customary between railway and express compa- 
nies. The lines of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé now, or shortly will, extend tothe Pa- 
cific Ocean, to the Guif of Mexico, to 8t. Louis 
and Chicago, and to the city of Mexise, The ex- 
press business upon all of these lines will be 
conducted by Wells, Fargo & Co. This will en- 
able the company to run to Pueblo as effectively 
as heretofore.” 

Mr. Parsons added thatthe express company 
had merely increased its field with the exten- 
sion of the railroad system, as is the custom. 
President Platt, of the United States Company, 
did not see any reason for an express war in the 
action of Wells, Fargo & Co., although he de- 
clined to predict that trouble was impossible. 

There is, however, More or less friction among 
the companies, and has been ever since the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Express started out to capture 
business by cutting rates. Similar charges have 
been made against the Erie Express, and in the 
| northwest the extension of railroad lines has 
resulted in a good deal of sharp rivairy.

BUSINESS MEN IN TROUBLE. 

The New-York Cable Railway Construc- 
tion Company, of 170 Broadway, has made an 
assignment to Jerome Carty, and has given a 
chattel mortgage to the Tradesmen’s National 
Bank for $40,000. The assignment was filed in 
| Philadelphia a few days ago, and was made pub- 
| lic in this city yesterday. President Charles D. 
| IngersoH said the company was constructing a 
cable railway in St. Paul, Minn. They found 
labor two or three times higher than they ex-

| went to pay for labor there, aud they did not 


| materiul here. Money came in very slowly from

$100,000. The company was incorporated on 
Sept. 29,1886, with an authorized capital of 
$200,000, of which $900 was paid in cash and 
the balance issued for patents. On May 21, 
1887, the stock was increased to $500,000. The

SUFFRAGE IN RHODE ISLAND. 
PROVIDENCE, R. L, Nov. 16.—The Bourne bill 
introduced by Senator Bourne and backed by the 
Republican majority in the Senate to offset the 
Democratic open suffrage movement provides that 


‘every male citizen, native or naturalized, shall be 


entitled to vote for all but City Councilors in the 


three cities and for the expenditure of money with- 
out necessitating the ownership of reaiestate by 
vaturalized citizens as now, Registry taxes shal 
be assessed on every qualified voter, with the ex- 
ception of mariners, militiamen, and people too 
poor to pay such tax. This amendment it is pro- 
posed to have voted on by the people at the 
State election in April, The Democratic House 
to-day received the bill for amendment from the 
Senate, and the Speaker opposed it in ar elaborate 
argument, When the Jiouse adjourned without ac- 
tion. The Democrats are against the bill, and claim 
that the Republicans come forward at this late day 
toshut the Democrats out of the record of getting 
through a suffrage bill that has been the chiet object 
of the party since the Dorr war, and which they 
were on the verge of securing.

The De Witt Memorial Church, in Riving- 
ton-street, isin atix,. Itis the most unusual fix 
that the De Witt Memorial Church or any other 
church ever got into, and it is all on account of 
@ tall, square-shouldered, maiden lady. The 
tall, square-shouldered, maiden lady is named 
Rebecea Fream., The fault with Rebecca is her 
unusual Christian ardor, Rebecca is clothed 
with the evangelical ambition of John the Bap- 
tist, the lung capacity of a prima donna, andthe 
vovabuiary of Noah Webster. Every Tuesday 
evening they hold an open service in 
the church, at which everybody, without 
exception, is asked to speak, On 
every Tuesday evening Rebecca speaks. She 
not only speaks, but she continues to speak. 
The ceaseless purliug of the brook, the tireless 
monotone of the surges, the uninterrupted 


whistiing of the planetary baseballs through 
space—all these sounds are brief in their aura- 
tion when compared to the eternal sequence of 
Rebecca’s testimony ounce she gets started. 
This is trne at least if the statements of the 
anti-Rebecca factiun in the church are to be 
believed.

ITS CONDITION AND 


NEEDS SET FORTH 


BY COMMANDER SAMPSON. ' 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The annual report of 
Commander W. T. Sampson, Superintendent of the 
Naval Acadewy, shows that the total number of 
cadets now at the Academy is 229. He says a high 
standard of academic merit has peen maintained | 
during the year, while the conduct of the eadets has | 
in general been excellent. Two cailets were dis- | 
missed for hazing, one in March lastand ope at the 
termination of the practice crnise. Three cases of 
hazing occurred duting September on board the 


Santee, but in view of the mildness of 
the court did not recommend the dismissal of the 
offenders. No cruel or degrading instance of 
hazing has taken place for a long period. The 
strict coustruction placed upon the law, says 
the Superintendent, has effectually suppressed the 
tendency to this offense, and it is his intention to 
bring to trial avery form of hazing, no matter how 
trifling. ‘The Superintendent states that a depart- 
ment of physiology and hygiene has been added to 
the course of study, with a surgeon of the Academy 
at iis head. With this exception. the eourse ef 
study has continued without waterial change, bunt 
itis the unanimous opinion of the Academic Board 
that important changes should be made, not, how- 
ever, until the course of instruction is reduced to 
four years, The report says that the general 
character of the Summer practice cruise has 
been somewhat modified by the assignment of 
inarks for the practical work of cadets of the 
first class—a plan which has worked well, and which 
it is proposed to extend to other elasees and other 
work. ‘he Superintendent refers to the statement | 
of the commandant of cadets criticising the plan of 
detailing 160 or more general service men every 
year for the practice cruise, and concurs with the 
suggestion of the commandant that a smaller ship 
than the Constellation, with a full complement of 
sailor petty officers, with perhaps 20 seamen, would 
be preferable. These men, he says, should be per- 
manently attached to the Academy, as they have 
a greatinfiuence, even upon the moral character of 
the cadets, not to mention their many important 
functions in assisting the young men in learning 
their profession. The Superintendent states that 
of the 31 members of the class graduated 
in June 20, were admitted to the servite and 
11 honorably discharged. He suggests that those 
cadets who fail to obtain positions in the naval serv- 
ice after graduation are well qualified for positions 
in the revenue service. This, he believes, would re- 
sult in economy, and might be arranged between the 
two departmeits interested without legisiation. In 
addition to the usual estimates of appropriation for 
the Naval Academy the Superintendent recommends 
the appropriation of $275,000 for a practice vessel. 
Attention is also cailed to the needs of the Academy 
in the matter of ordnance and machinery. It is 
stated that adequate rifle practice is not possible 
for want of suitable guns, nor is there a single ex. 
ample of a modern marine engine accessible fer the 
instruction of the cadets. Anestimate of $108,000 
is submitted for the purchase of tive acres of land 
adjacent to the Academy.
